The common council at their 
first meeting in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, 
shall designate one (1) newspaper printed in the city in 
which shall be published all ordinances and other proceed- 
ings and matters required by this act, or that may l)e 
required by the by-laws or ordinances of the common 
council to be published in a public newspaper. 

Sec. 11. The city printer immediately after the pub- 
lication of any notice or resolution or other matters which 
by this act is, or by city ordinance shall be required to be 
published, shall file with the recorder a copy of such 
publication with his affidavit or the affidavit of his foreman, priSSr.^'^*^ 
of the length of time the same has been published, and 
such affidavit shall be conclusive evidence of the publica- 
tion of such notice, ordinance, resolution or other matter. 
Any person having been an officer in said city shall, within 
ten (10) days after notification and request, deliver to his 
successor in office all property, books, papers and effects 
of every description in his possession belonging to said 
city or pertaining to the office he may have held. If he 
fail to do so, after such notification and request, he shall 
forfeit ana pay to the utfe of the city one hundred (100) 
dollars, besides all damages caused by his neglect or re- 
fusal so to deliver, and such successor may recover the 
possession ef such books, papers and effects in the manner 
prescribed by the laws of this state in cases of unlawful 
detention of property. 

Sec. 12. No member of the common council shall be iSJSS lU*^ 
a party to, or interested in any job or contract with the Sit tor^cit^r" 
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city, and any contract in which any member of the commoD 
council may be so interested shall be null and void. 

Sec. 13. The mayor, sheriff of Wabasha count}, and 
each and every aldermen, justice of the peace, marshalU 
recorder and constables of said city shall be officers of the 
MrT^rftiMiMwee peace, and may command the peace and suppress in a 
S tt»d^. ^ summary manner all rioting and disorderly behavior withiD 
the limits of the city, and for such purpose may command 
the assistance of all bystanders, and if any person so 
commanded shall refuse to aid in maintaining the peace, 
every such person shall pay a fine of not more than twenty- 
five (25) dollars nor less than five (5) dollars. 

Sec. 14. The city justices shall possess all the author- 
ity, power and rights of justices of the peace of this state, 
and shall have exclusive jurisdiction to hear all complaints 
and conduct all examinations and trials in criminal c-ases 
within the city cognizable before a justice of the peace. 
The said justices shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all 
cases cognizable before a justice of the peace in which the 
city is a pai-ty, and shall have cognizance and exclusive 
juifdiction of jurisdiction of all suits, prosecutions and proceedings for 
***** * the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or penality under any 
by-law, ordinance or regulation, and in all cases of offence 
committed against the same. All prosecutions for assault, 
batteries and affrays not indictable, and for a breach or 
violation of any such by-law, ordinance or regulation, 
shall be commenced in the name of the city of Wabasha, 
and the same proceedings shall be had in civil and crimi- 
nal suits before said justices, where not otherwise herein 
directed, as are established and required to be had in civil 
and criminal actions by the laws of this state before a 
justice of the peace. Provided ^ That in cases of prosecu- 
tions for a breach or violation of an ordinance, by-law or 
regulation of said 3ity or its charter, or for any assault, 
battery or affray not indictable committed within the city 
limits, no appeal shall be allowed when the judgment or 
fine imposed exclusive of costs is less than twenty (20) 
dollars. In all cases of conviction for assaults, batteries 
aud affrays within said city, and in all cases of conviction 
under any ordinanance of said city for breaches of the 
peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses of ill- fame or 
frequenting the same, aud of keeping or maintaining dis- 
orderly or ill governed houses, the said justices shall 
have power in addition to the fine or penalty imposed, to 
compel each offender to give security for good behavior 
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and to keep the peace for a period not exceeding six (6) 
months, and in a sum not exceeding five hundred (500) 
dollars. The said justices shall have the same power and 
authority in case of contempt as other justices of the peace. 
Pr^vided^ That nothing herein contained shall be deemed 
to divest the district judges of their authority as conservi- 
tors of the peace, nor to affect in any manner the juris- 
diction or powers ot the district courts or supreme court 
of the state. And all fines and penalties imposed by the 
city justices for offences committed within the city limits, 
or for violation of any ordin^ce, by-law or regulation of 
said city shall belong to, and be a part of the finances of 
said city* 

Sec. 1 5. The city justices shall quarterly report to the t^v . u to- 
common council all the proceedings ibstitutcd before them report to'ofyan- 
in which the city is interested, and shall at the same time ^* * 
account for, and pay over to the city treasurer all tines 
and penalties collected by them belonging to said city, 
and said justices shall be entitled to receive from the 
county of Wabasha such fees> in criminal cases occurring 
without the city, as are allowed to other justices in the 
county for similar services. 

Sec. 16. The justices of the peace in and for said city, powewofjM. 
and the constables elected in each ward, shall have the *'<*•**'''? Pf'^ 
same powers, authority and rights as are possessed by 
other justices and constables ol the county of Wabasha, 
under the laws of the state. 

Sec. 17. The common council shall prescribe the du-Doti^ot city 
ties of the city surveyor, and fix the fees of compensation ^hJ2^®^J;^ib. 
for any services performed by him. All surveys, plaus •^-•"•^^•y** 
and estimates made by him for the city, shall be the pro- petty of oSy? 
perty of the city and carefully preserved in the ofiice of 
the recorder, open for the inspection of the parties inter- 
ested. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Section 1. The mavor and aldermen shall be constitu- 
ted the common council, and the style of all ordinances ^,^<, n, ^^,^. 
shall be — The Common Council of the City of Wabasha JJ^n^^JflJ^^^^f 
do ordain. The common council shall have the control aii ordinanoe*- 
and management of the finances and of all the property SSISSi,** 
of the city, and shall likewise have full power and author- 
ity to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, 
alter, modify, correct, and repeal all such ordinances, rules 
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and by-laws for the government and good order of the 
citj/and for the suppression ot vice and intemperance and 
the prevention of crime, as they shall deem expedient, 
and declare and impose penalties by fine and imprison- 
ment, or both, and to enforce the same against any person 
or persons who may violate any of the provisions ot such 
ordinances, rules or by-laws. Aud all such ordinances 
are hereby declared to be and have the full force ef law, 
and for these purposes shall have authority by ordinances, 
resolutions or by-laws. Provided ^ They be not repug- 
nant to the constitution and laws of the United States or 
of this state. 

First — ^To license and regulate the exhibition of com- 
mon showmen or shows of any kind, or the exhibition of 
caravans, circuses or theatrical performances, billiard ta- 
Fowenof the ^Ics or bowliug saloons, and to fix the rate of license 
•coandi. thcrcfor, and to provide for the abatement and removal of 

all nuisances under the ordiuances, or at common law, or 
under this act, and to grant licenses to and to regulate 
groceries, taverns, victualling houses, and all persons 
vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mix- 
ed, or intoxicating liquors. Provided ^ That the license 
for so dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed, or 
intoxicating liquors shall be at least one hundred (100) 
dollars a year, and as much higher as the council shall di- 
rect, and that no license shall be granted for a less term 
than one (1) year. 

Second — To restrain and prohibit all gaming with cards, 
and all gaming tables, and to prohibit the use of all gam- 
bling devices whatever from being set up or used for «;aai- 
bling purposes, and to restrain and prohibit alldescrip* 
tion of gaming and fraudulent devices and practices, and 
playing of cards, dice or other games of chance for the 
purpose of gaming in said city, and restrain and prohibit 
any person from vending, giving, or dealing in spirituous, 
vinous, fermented, mixed, or iutoxicating liquors of any 
kind, and impose such restrictions or prohibitions by fine 
and imprisonment, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

Third — ^To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance and 
disorderly assemblages, to suppress and restrain disorder- 
ly houses or groceries, and houses of ill fame, and to au- 
thorize the destruction of all instruments used for the 
purpose of gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented, mixed, or intoxicating liquors of any kind that 
may be kept for sale or dealt in contrary to any ordinance 
of the city. 
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Fourth — To compel the owner or occupant of any gro- 
cery, cellars, tallow chandlers' shop, soap factory, tan- 
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome 
or nausious house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate 
the same from time to time as often as it may be deemed 
necessary ior the health, comfort, and convenience of the 
inhabitants of the city. 

Fifth — To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets in said city, and to regulate 
Ihe sale, storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder 
or other combustible materials. 

Sixth — To prevent the incumbering of streets, side- 
walks, laues and alleys with carriages, carts, wagons, 
sleighs, boxes, firewood, lumber, or any other material or 
substance whatever. 

Seventh — To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding 
or driving in the streets, and to regulate the places of 
bathing and swimming in the water within the limns of 
the city. 

Eighth — ^To restrain from running at large, cattle, p®^^ ©'*>>• 
mules, swine, sheep, poultry, and geese, and to authorize 
the impounding, destraining and sale of the same, and to 
impose penalties on the owners of such animals for the 
violation of the ordinances. 

2f%7Uh — ^To prohibit the running at large of dogs, to 
impose fines upon their owners, and to authorize the des- 
truction of dogs when at large contrary to the ordinance. 

2enih — To prevent any person from bringing, deposit- 
ing or having within the city any putrid carcass, or any 
other unwholesome substance, and to require the removal 
of the same, by any person who shall have the same upon 
his premises or from any street, lane or alley, and in de- 
fault to authorize the removal thereof by any competent 
officer at the expense of the person or persons. 

Eleventh — ^To make and establish public grounds, pounds, 
pumps, wells, cisterns, reservoirs, and to provide for the 
erection of water works for the supply of water to the 
inhabitants, to erect lamps, or other means whereby to 
light the city ; to regulate and license hacks, cabs, drays, 
<2art8, and charges of hackmen, coachmen, draymen and 
cartmen of the city. 

Twelfth — ^To establish and regulate boards of health, 

provide hospitals, and cemetery grounds, and to remove 

the same when necessary for the public good, to regulate 

the burial of the dead, and the return of the bills of mor-

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tality, and to exempt burial grounds set apart for public 
use from taxation. 

Thirteenth — To regulate the size and weight of bread, 
and to provide lor the seizure and forfeiture of bread 
baked contrary thereto. 

Fourteenth — To prevent all persons riding or driving 
any ox, cow, horse, mule or other animals on the side- 
walks of the city or in any may doing damage to such 
sidewalks. 

Fifteenth —To prevent the shooting of fire arms, cra^jk- 
ers, rockets or other projectiles, and to prevent the exhi- 
bition of any fireworks in any situation which may be 
deemed >)y the council dangerous to the city or any pro- 
perty therein or annoying to any citizen thereof. 

Sixteenth — To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking 
of intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity in the 
streets or public places, and to provide for aiTesting, re- 
moving and punishing any person who may be guilty of 
Fowenof the the Same. 

Seventeenth — To restrain and regulate runners and so- 
licitors for stages, public houses, railways and other es- 
tablishments and to regulate the police of the city. 

Eightetmth — To establish public markets and enforce- 
rules and regulations for the government of the same. 

Nineteenth — To regulate the place and manner of selling 
and to provide for the inspection and weight of hay and 
stone coal and measuring of charcoal, firewood and other 
fuel and to appoint suitable persons to inspect, supei in- 
tend and conduct the same. 

Twentieth — To compel the owners or occupants of buil- 
dings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from 
the sidewalk, street or alleys opposite thereto, and in their 
default to authorize the removal or destruction thereof by 
some officer of the city at the expense of such owner or 
occupant. 

Twenty-first — To regulate the time, place and manner 
of holding public auctions or vendues. 

Twenty second — To provide by ordinance for a standard 
of weights and measures lor the appointment of a city 
scaler and to require all weights and measures to be sealed> 
by the city sealer, to provide for the punishment for the 
use of false weiijhts and measures. 

Twenfy 'third — To appropriate money and provide for 
the payment of the debts and expenses of the city, and 
to appropriate money for the improvement ot roads 
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and for contracting, building and repairing bridges on 
roads leading to and within the city and for all other pur- 
poses as may be deemed necessary by the city council for 
the interests and welfare of^ the city. 

Twenty-fourth — To establish, regulate and support night 
watches when necessary. 

Twenty-fifth — To provide for the erection of all need- 
ful buildings for the use of the city. 

Twenty^ixth — To provide for the enclosing, improving 
and regulating of all public grounds belonging to the city 
and for the adorning of the streets thereof with shade 
trees. 

Twenty-seventh — To regulate and tax merchants, re- 
tailers, taverns, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawn- 
brokers and money changers. 

Jwenth- eighth — To license and regulate porters and fix 
the price of porterage. 

Iwenty-ninth — To provide for and regulate the inspec- Powernof the 
tion of tobacco, beef, pork, flour, meal, lard, butter and 
other provisions. 

'thirtieth — To regulate and order parapet walls and 
partition fences. 

Thirty-first — To provide for taking from time to time 
the enumeration of the inhabitants of the city. 

Thirty-second — To do all acts and make all regulations 
which may be necessary or expedient for the preservation 
of health and the suppression of disease and to make reg - 
ulations to prevent the introduction of contagious diseases 
into the city and to make quarantine laws and enforce the 
same within three (3) miles of the city. 

Thirty-third — ^To restrain and punish vagrants, mendi- 
cants, street beggars and prostitutes. 

Thirty-Jourth — To prescribe the limits within which 
wooden buildings or buildings of other materials, that 
shall not be deemed fire-proof shall not be erected placed 
and repaired and to direct that all buildings within such 
limits prescribed, shall be made and constructed of fire- 
proof material and to prohibit the repairing and re-build- 
ing of wooden buildings within such limits when the sanio 
shall be damaged to the extent of fifty (50) per cent, on 
ihe value thereof and to prescribe the manner of ascer- 
taining such value and damages. 

Thirty 'fifth — To prevent the dangerous construction, 
placing and condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths^ 
stoves, stove pipes, ovens, boilers and appurtenances used 
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in and about any building and to cause the same to be re- 
moved or placed iu a safe and secure condition when con- 
sidered dangerous and to prevent the deposit of ashes in 
unsafe places, and to regulate and prevent the carrying on 
of manufactories dangerous in causing or promoting fires 
within the city limits, and generally to establish such 
measures for the prevention or extinguishment of fires as 
prudence may dictate. 

Thirty-^sixth — To appoint one or more fire-wardens and 
to prescribe their duties. 

Thirtysevenih — ^The common council shall have power 
to purchase fire-engines and other fire apparatus and to 
authorize the formation of fire companies, hook and lad- 
der and hose companies and to provide for the due sup- 
port and regulation of the same, and to order such com- 
SSmJf.^' ^^* panics to be disbanded and their apparatus to be delivered 
up. 

Thirty eighth — That the common council of the city shal I 
have full power from time to time to borrow money to 
pay the indebtedness of the city and in order to pay such 
indebtedness, the city may issue city bonds therefor bear- 
ing interest not to exceed ten (10) per cent, per annum 
redeemable at any time within ten (10) years at the dis- 
cretion of the common council. Provided^ That at no 
time shall it be lawful for said indebtedness bonded or 
otherwise to exceed the sum of fifteen thousand (15,000) 
dollars unless the same be authorized by two-thirds vote 
of the legal votes cast at the election held for such pur- 
poses. And provided further^ That the city council shall 
each and every year levy a tax of one (1) mill on the 
dollar of the taxable property of the city for each thou- 
sand (1000) dollars that may be funded by the said city 
into bonds to pay the interest on said bonds and create a 
sinking fund to pay the same when due. All laws, ordi- 
nances, regulations and bylaws, shall be passed by an 
aflSrmative vote of the majority of the common council 
and be signed by the mayor and shall be published in the 
official paper of the city before the same shall be iu force 
and. within twenty ^20) days thereafter, they shall be re- 
corded by the recoraer in books provided for that purpose, 
but before any of the said laws, ordinances, regulations 
or by-laws shall be recorded, the publication thereof as 
aforesaid shall be proved by the affidavit of the foreman 
or publisher of such newspaper, and the said affidavit 
ahall be recorded therewith, and at all times shall be 
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deemed and taken as sufficient evidence of such publica- 
tion. 

Sec. 4. All funds in the city treasury shall be under 
the control of the common council, and shall be drawn out p^,^^, ^^ ^ ^^ 
upon the order of the mayor and recorder duly authorized d©r the control

dealt in, without the license required therefor within the 
limits of said city, are hereby declared and deemed public 
or conmion nuisances. 

Sec. 6. The common council shall examine and adjust 
the accounts of the treasurer, marshal, recorder and all 
other officers and accents of the city at such times as they council to ex.

may deem proper, and at the end of each year ; and before tue aocounu of 
the time for which such officers were appointed or elected ^^^^ °*"" 
shall have expired, and the council shall require each and 
every such officer or agent to exhibit his books, accounts 
and vouchers for such examination and settlement, and if 
any such public officer or agent shall refuse to comply 
with the order of said council in discharge of their duties, 
in pursuance ot this section, the council shall declare the 
office of such person vacant and may commence suit or 
proceedings at law against any such officer or agent who 
may be found delinquent, as defaulting in his accounts or 
in the discharge of his official duties. The council shall 
make full record of all such settlements and adjustments. 
The members of the common council may receive for their 
services one ( 1 ) dollar each for any meeting of said coun- 
cil at which they are present and answering their names.

All persons entitled to vote for state or coanty Qoaiifioatiomof 
officers, and who reside in the ward where they offer to * ®^*^"" 
vote, shall be entitled to vote for any officer to be elected 
under this law, and to hold any office hereby created ; and 
the city, or in case of a division, the different wards shall 
constitute election districts for state and county as well 
as city elections, and the mode of conducting all state and 
coanty elections in said city, shall be the same as pre- 
scribed in reference to city elections, except that the re- 
turns thereof shall be made by the judges of election to 
the county auditor of the county of Fillmore, within the 
time prescribed by law. 

S£C. 7. The elections in said city shall be held and 
conducted by the councillors (in each ward, if the city 
shall be divided into wards) who shall be the judges of eiocUohb how 
election in all elections of state, county or city officers, ^°^'*®^®^ 
and shall take the usual oaths or affiurmations as prescribed 
by the general laws of the state to be taken by judges of 
election, and shall have power to appoint clerks of such 
elections ; and to administer the necessary oaths. Said 
elections shall be held and conducted in the manner and 
under the same penalties as provided for state and county 
elections, and vacancies among the judges thereof filled, 
as required by the laws of this state regarding elections. 
Provided, That no councillor shall be a judge of any 
election at which he is r candidate for any office. 

Sec. 8. When a city election shall be closed, and the 
number of votes for each person voted for shall have been to wii'om re- 
counted and ascertained, the said judges shall make re- [5'^"emldl?^*°° 
turns thereof, stating therein the number of votes tor 
each person for each and ever}^ office, and shall deliver or 
cause to be delivered, such returns to the clerk ot the city 
within three days after the election, and the council shall 
meet and canvass said returns and declare the result as it 
appears from the same within three days thereafter. The 
citj clerk shall forthwith notify the officer or officers elect- 
ed of their election, by written notice served upon such 
officers in person, or left at their Usual place of abode with 
some person of suitable age and discretion. 

Sec. 9. Special elections to fill vacancies or for any 
other purpose, shall be held and conducted in the same hSw'ciaductS! 
manner, and the returns thereof made in the same form 
and manner as in general and annual elections, and within 
such time as may be prescribed by resolution. 

Sec. 10. Any officer removing from the city or (in 
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deemed vactnt. 



the case of a divbion) from the ward for which he is 
elected, or any officer who shall refuse or neglect for ten 
days after notice of his election or appointment, to enter 
upon the discharge of the duties of his office, shall be 
deemed to have vacated his office, and the council shall 
proceed to fill the vacancy. 

Sec. 11. The term of every officer elected under this 
law, shall commence on the second Monday in April of 
the year for which he was elected, and shall, unless other- 
wise provided, continue for one year and until his succes- 
sor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 12. Should there be a failure by the people to 
elect any officer herein required to be elected on the day 
SMtJoD^^'°^^ designated, the council may order a new election to be 
held, ten days notice of the time and place being given.

POWERS AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS.

officewiotake Seotion 1. Evcry pcrsou elected or appointed to any 
oath and give officc uudcr this act, shall, before he enters upon the duties 
of his office take anfl subscribe an oath of office, and file 
the same with the clerk, to support the constitution of the 
United States and the constitution of the state of Minne - 
sota, and to faithfully discharge the duties of his office. 
Aujd shall also give such official bond as the council shall 
by ordinance prescribe, all of which official bonds shall be 
filed with the clerk, save and except the official bond of 
the clerk, which shall be filed with the treasurer, and the 
council may from time to time require new bonds, and 
remove any officer refusing or neglecting to give the 
same. 

Sec. 2. To the mayor shall belong the exclusive right 
to exercise all the executive powers granted by this act to 
said corporation, except such of said powers as are thereby 
specially vested in or must from the nature of their several 
offices necessarily pertain to the other executive officers of 
said corporation. He shall have power, and it shall be 
his duty, to call out and use in such manner as to him may 
seem most proper, all the constabulary or police force or 
any organized or unorganized force of armed citizens of 
said city, or the whole or any part thereof whenever he 
may deem the same necessary to quiet or prevent riot, but 
he shall forthwith report to the council the fact of such 
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call or use, with the reasons therefor, and the circumstan- 
ces connected therewith, and upon the action of the 
council on 8u:h report, shall depend the length of time 
said force or forces or any part thereof shall continue on 
such duty. He shall have power to call a meeting of the 
council, by giving such notice thereof as may have been 
provided therefor by ordinance, or in default of such pro- 
vision, as he may deem proper. In the absence of the 
mayor, the council may elect one from their number mayor 
pro tempore^ who shall exercise all the powers and duties 
of the mayor during his absence. The mayor shall preside 
at all the meetings of the council, unless unable to attend 
from any cause. It shall be the duty of the mayor to take 
care that the laws of the state and the ordinances of the 
city are duly observed and enforced, and that all other ex- 
ecutive officers of the city discharge their respective duties. 
Sec. 3. The clerk shall be the recording officer of the 
city and the council, and shall attend at all meetings 
thereof. He shall keep a record book in which he shall 
record all the proceedings of the council, and the ayes and 
noes on every ordinance voted upon shall be entered there- 
in. He shall have the custody of the seal of said corpo- gnttoirf atr 
ration, and of all the records thereof not necessarily and 
specifically appertaining to the other officers thereof. He 
shsXl receive all moneys payable to said corporation, and 
shall immediately pay the same over to the treasurer, 
chargino; him therewith and taking his receipt therefor. 
He shall keep all the accounts of said corporation, and 
shall audit all claims against the same, but no claim shall 
be allowed by him unless he shall have authority to do so 
by some special ordinance or resolution. He shall 
draw all orders upon the treasurer for money payable 
by said corporation,* but no such order shall ever be 
drawn by said clerk unless the same shall be in full or 
part payment of a claim against said corporation previ* 
ously audited and allowed, and unless there shall be in the 
hands of said treasurer moneys belonging to said corpora* 
tion otherwise unappropriated, and undrawn for, sufficient 
to pay said order. Every order shall bear the seal of said 
corporation and be endorsed by the clerk over his official 
signature, as follows : ** By order of the Council,** with 
the date of the meeting when ordered. The clerk shall 
levy or assess all taxes or assessments authorized by ordi- 
nance of the council as hereinafter provided. He shall 
make at the close of each official year to the council, a 
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condensed report of all his doings as such officer during 
such year, which report shall be published in such manner 
and to such extent as may be provided by ordinance of the 
council, and he shall with all reasonable dispatch make 
such other reports and at such times as the council may 
require. 

Sec. 4. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belong* 
TwMiw.^*^ ing to the corporation from the clerk, and receipt to him 
therefor. He shall keep accurate and detailed account 
thereof in such manner as the common council shall from 
time to time direct. He shall also report to the council 
at such times and in such manner as they may require. 
Htj shall trom the moneys in the treasury pay all orders 
drawn therefor by the clerk. Provided^ That no order shall 
•be paid by him unless first endorsed in writing thereon » 
with the name of the payer therein and the party receiving 
the money therefor. 

Sec. 5. • The city justice elected under the provisions 
of this act shall have separately and exclusively, as to all 
•f CHtj other officers and courts, the right to exercise originally, 
all the judicial powers granted to said corporation by said 
act, except as elsewhere herein specially provided for, but 
the council shall fix the kind and amount of compeneation 
of said city justice, in proceedings arising specially under 
this act. Said city justice shall within the county ia 
which he shall reside and keep his office as such, also have 
and exercise all the powers and jurisdiction ot, and when 
acting as such receive the same compensation as justices 
of the peace elected under the general laws of the state of 
Minnesota ; all portions of general laws relating to trial 
by jury, change of name and appeals in and from justices 
court shall apply to the entire jurisdiction of said city jus* 
tice. Provided^ That in matters arising entirely and sole- 
ly under this act or-under the ordinances made in pursu*- 
ance thereof, no change of venue shall be taken from the 
city justice except to another city justice, whenever said 
city shall have more than one city justice. The city jus- 
tice shall keep a record of all his official doings, and re- 
port the same to the council whenever required, and be 
shall forthwith pay over to the clerk of said city all fines 
collected by him. 

Sec. 6. The city constable shall be the chief of the 

DvtfMAf City entire police force of said city, but as such, shall be sub- 

^''"****^*'* ordinate to the mayor. He shall be the ministerial officer 

oi the council and the court in and for said city. The 
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kind and amount of compensation for his services arising 
particularly under tliis act, sliall be fixed by the council. 
Said constable .shall witliin tlie county where he resides » 
also have and exercise all the powers and perform all the 
duties of, and when acting as such, receive the same com- 
pensation as constables under the general laws of the 
state of Minnesota. 

Sbo. 7. The city attorney shall be the legal adviser of 
the officers and council of said corporation in matters re- Ao^meV. ^^^^ 
lating to their several duties, and he shall render such 
legal counsel to them or any of them as required, and 
when required, shall furnish the same in writing. When 
made in writing, said legal opinion or counsel shall be 
preserved in his office and delivered by him to his siicces- 
Bor in office. It shall be his duty to prosecute all of the 
ordinances of said city, and when required by the city 
justice or any justice of the peace in said city, he shall 
appear and prosecute for the state all criminal offenses 
arising in said city under the laws of the state of Minne- 
sota. He shall also be and act iis the attorney of said 
corporation in all actions or proceeding to which the said 
corporation may be a party. 

ARTICLE IV. 

THE GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COUNCIL. 

Section 1. The mayor and councillors shall constitute 
the council, to which body shall belong the exclusive 
right to exercise all the legislative powers granted by this tate^the^licii 
act to said corporation, except as otherwise therein spe- ^diuli^^B^" 
cially provided. All actions of the council intended to 
have tlxe force of rules or law shall be by ordinance under 
the style of — '* Be it ordained by the Council of the City 
of Rushford." No ordinance shall embrace more than one 
subject, which shall be expressed in its title. No ordi- 
nance shall be in force until the same shall have been 
posted up for ten days in three of the most public places 
in said city. The certificate of the clerk entered in the 
books of said city or endorsed upon said ordinance, shall 
be deemed sufficient evidence oi the publication of the 
same. 

Sec. 2. The council shall have the management and 
control of the finances and all the property of the city, 
and shall likewise in addition to the powers herein vested 
6 
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Council to con- ill them, havc full powoF and authority to make, enact, 
^nhJt^^^d. ordain, establish, publish, enforce, alter, modify, amend 
and repeal all such ordinances, by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions for the government and good order of the city, for 
the suppression of vice and intemperance, and for the pre- 
vention of crime, as they shall deem expedient. They 
shall have power to establish and maintain a city prison 
for the imprisonment, custody and safe keeping of all 
persons arrested, or charged with any offense whatever, 
in any way co^izable before the city justice, to make all 
rules and regulations for the government and management 
of such prison, and to appoint a keeper for the same, and 
prescribe his duties and fix his compensation. The keeper 
of said prison shall have and possess all the authority of 
a jailor at common law, or by the laws of this state. The 
council shall have full power and authority to declare and 
impose penalties and punishments, and enforce the same 
against any person or persons who may violate any pro- 
visions of any ordinance or by-law passed or ordained by 
them. And all such ordinances, rules and by-laws are 
hereby declared to have all force of law. 
Sec. 3. The council shall have power : — 
First — To license and regulate exhibitions of common 
f"cou^cJ?°^*^" showmen and shows of all kinds, of circuses, concerts, 
theatrical performances, also to license auction stores, 
billard tables, pigeon hole tables, nine or ten pin alleys, 
bowling saloons, butcher shops, groceries and taverns. 

Second — ^The council shall have the exclusive right 
to license persons vending, dealing in or disposing of 
spirituous, vinous, malt or fermented liquors within the 
limits of said city, and persons so licensed shall not be 
required to obtain a license from the board of county 
commissioners, and shall not be prosecuted for selling, 
bartering or disposing of spirituous, vinous, fermented or 
malt liquors, without first having obtained license there- 
for agreeably to the provisions of chapter sixteen of the 
general statutes. Provided^ That no license shall be 
granted for less than twenty five dollars, and that previous 
to the granting of any such license a bond shall be filed 
with the clerk, with the same conditions and with the same 
penal sum as required by the general act, and the council 
shall have power to restrain any person from vending, 
living or dealing in spirituous, vinous, malt or fermented 
liquors, unless duly licensed by the city. 

Third — ^To prevent and punish horse racing, immode- 
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i-ate riding or driving in the streets, to compel persons to 
fasten their horses or mules attached to vehicles, while 
in the streets; and to regulate places of bathing and 
swimming in waters in the limits of said city. 

Fourth — To prevent the incumbering of streets, side- 
walks, lanes, alleys and public grounds, with carriages, 
•carts, wagons, sleighs, boxes, lumber, firewood, posts, 
awnings or any other materials or substances whatever. 

Fifth — To restrain the running at large of cattle, swine, 
«heep, poultry and geese, and to impose penalties on the 
owners of such animals or fowls for violation of the ordi- 
nances. 

Sixlh — To prevent the running at large of dogs, and 
to impose a tax on the same, and to authorize the destruc- 
tion of the same in a summary manner when at large con- 
trary to the ordinances. 

ileventh-To prevent all persons riding or driving any 
OX, mule, cattle or other animals on the sidewalks in said 
<!ity. or in any way doing damage to such sidewalks. JJ'SI'u'X"" 

EigJUh — To direct and regulate the planting and pre- 
serving of ornamental trees in the streets or public 
pounds. 

Ninth — To remove and abate any nuisance, obstruction 
or encroachment upon the streets, alleys, public grounds 
or highways of the city. 

'Itnth — To prevent the erection of slaughter houses 
within the limits of the city, and to regulate the storage 
or keeping of gunpowder or other combustible materials. 

Eleventh — ^To compel the owner or occupant of any 
•cellar, tallow-chandler shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, 
privy, sewers or any unwholesome, nauseous house or 
place, to cleanse, remove or abate the same. 

Twelfth — To establish and create pounds, pumps, water 
cisterns, reservoirs, drains or ditches. 

Thirteenth — To lay out, alter, open, widen, extend, 
establisti, grade, repair or otherwise improve, or keep in 
repair, streets, avenues, lanes, alleys, commons, parks, 
•sidewalks, culverts and public grounds, and establish and 
record with the clerk grades of streets or walks to which 
buildings and erections shall conform. 

Fourteenth — To prescribe the limits within which wood- 
men buildings or buildings of other material not deemed to 
be fire-proof, may or may not be erected, placed or re- 
paired. 

Fifteenth — To prevent the dangerous construction. 
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placing or continuing of chimneys, fire-places, hearths,, 
stoves or stove-pipes, or any pipes or instruments for the 
conducting of fire, heat or smoke, ovens, boilers or ap- 
purtenances, and to cause the same to (be) made secure or 
removed, and to prosecute the deposit of ashes in anjr 
unsafe place, an^ to regulate or prevent the carrying on 
of manufactories dangerous in causing or promoting fires » 

Sixteenth — To erect all suitable buildings for city pur- 
poses. 

Seventeenth — ^To prevent riding or driving on bridges^ 
within the limits of said city faster than a walk. 

Eighteenth — To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of 
gambling and fraudulent devices and practices. 

Nineteenth — To prevent any riots or disorderly assem- 
blages in said city, and to provide for the arrest and pun- 

vnrtiier wew is^^®"^* ^^ ^^Y p^rsou who shall be guilty of any disor- 

«f tiw cottncii. derly conduct. To suppress and restrain disorderly 

houses ^nd houses of lU-fame, and to provide for the ar • 

rest and punishment of the keepers and frequenters^ 

thereof. 

Twentieth — To establish and regulate boards of healthy 
and provide hospitals and hospital grounds. 

Twenty first— To prevent the discharge of fire-arms or 
the exhibtion of ^re works in any situation which may bo 
considered by the council as dangerous to the city or any 
property therein or annoying to the citizens thereof. 

Twenty-second — ^To prevent open and notorious drunk- 
enness or obscenity in the streets or public places of the 
city. 

Twenty-third — ^To regulate the manner of weighing and 
measuring wheat and other grain, hay and straw, firewood 
and every other article or thing subject to sale in said 
city. To provide by ordinance for a standard of weights 
and measures, for the appointment of a city sealer, and to^ 
provide for the punishment of false weights and measures. 

TweTUy-fourth — To do all acts, and make all regulations 
which may be necessary and expedient for the preservation 
of the public health, or the suppression of disease, and to 
make regulations to prevent the introduction of contagious 
diseases into the city, and to make Quarantine laws, and 
enforce the same within the city. 

Iwenty-fijth — ^To restrain and punish vagrants, mendi- 
cants and street beggars, and provide for the punishment 
of the same. 

Sec. 4. Fines, penalties and punishments imposed by 
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the council for the breach of any ordinance, by-law or LimitAUonto 
regulation of said city, may extend to a fine not exceeding Shmenti.^^^' 
one hundred dollars and iniprisonment in the city prison 
or county jail not exceeding ninety days. And offenders . 
against the same may be required to give security for their 
good behavior, and to keep the peace for a period not ex- 
ceeding six months, and in a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars. 

ARTICLE V. 

FIRE DEPABTMENT. 

Section 1. The council shall have power to purchase 
fire engines and other fire apparatus, to organize fire, hose, 
hook and ladder and other fire companies, and provide for ^^^^^^^^ ^ 
the support and regulation thereof, and to order such com- appa^ooj^^- 
panies to be discharged and apparatus to be delivered up. •™p**®'"- 
Every member of such fire companies accepted by and 
under the control of said council, shall be exempt from 
highway work and all poll tax, from serving on juries, and 
from military duty during the continuance of such mem- 
bership. 

Sec. 2. The council shall have power to appoint a 
chief engineer to take charge of the fire department, fire ^iiu^oue^Sin. 
wardens and foreman, and other officers of said fire com- **"•*'• 
panics, whose respective duties shall be prescribed by by- 
laws adopted by the several companies and approved by 
the council. 

Sec. 3. The engineer or fire wardens shall direct the 
foreman of companies at fires, and shall have power to power of Bagi* 
compel citizens to work at fires. Whenever any person foVSliSbSying 
shall refuse to obey any lawful order of the chief engineer ®'**"* 
or fire warden at any fire, it shall be lawful for th« officer 
giving such order, to arrest or direct orally any constable, 
police officer or citizen to arret!>t such person, and to con- 
fine him temporarily in any safe place until such fire shall 
be extinguished, and in the same manner such officers or 
either of them may arrest or direct the arrest and confine- 
ment of any person at such fire who shall be intoxicated 
or disorderly ; and any person who shall refuse to obey 
such lawful order, or who shall refuse to arrest or aid in 
arresting any person so refusing to obey, shall be liable 
to such penalty as the council may prescribe, not exceed- 
ing a fine of one hundred dollars or imprisonment for 
thirty days. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

TAXES. 

To levy a uur- SECTION 1. The couDcil shall have power to levy upon 
^Z ^^ all the taxable property of said city, taxes to provide for 
the current expenses of the city government and police, 
for the opening, maintaining and improvement of public 
grounds and the construction of buildings and improve- 
ments of a general character. Provided^ That such taxes 
shall in no year exceed two mills upon a dollar of the 
assessed valuation. 

Sec. 2. The council shall have power to levy a special 
tax upon all the taxable property in the city for the pur* 
Ha le ft eeiai V^^^ ^^ coustructing and maintaining bridges and culverts, 
t«z-for what and opcuiug, constructing, maintaining and repairing^ 
fiSKT" * roads, highways, streets and alleys ; for the construction 
of reservoirs, cisterns, sewers, drains and street gutters, 
and grading of streets, and for other purposes conducive 
to good order and cleanliness, and to protection against 
crime, disease and fire. Pi^ovidedy That such taxes shall 
in no year exceed three mills upon the dollar of the asses- 
sed valuation. And provided further ^ That for the im- 
provements in this section mentioned, the council shall 
have power to assess the tax to pay the same, upon the 
property benefited by such improvements, in such manner 
and to such extent as the council may think just and 
equitable. In such case the tax shall be apportioned upon 
a cash valuation of the property, which it shall be deter- 
mined is liable to assessment for such improvements. 

Sec. 3. The common council shall have the power to 
issue bonds and levy taxes exceeding the amount author- 
wbeiimayif>ra«ized by other sections in this act. Provided ^ The same 
auSwed'byYa'^ ^c authoHzed by a majority of the taxable inhabitants 
present and voting at an election to be held for that pur- 
pose. The time and place, and manner of holding such 
election to ^be prescribed by the council, and the same 
notice to be given as at other elections. No bonds shall 
be issued by the council for any purpose unless so au- 
thorized. 
_ ^. Sec. 4. The clerk shall assess all taxes or assessments

auuse*. authorized by ordinance of the council, unless the council 
shall otherwise provide in the ordinance levying said 
taxes, and he or any other person appointed in bis place, 
shall have access to and the right to make copy of all and

Sbc. 5. No tax shall be invalid by reason of any in- 
formality in the manner of levying the same, nor because re^^^\ntor^ 
the amount levied shall exceed the amount required to be ™*"^*- 
raised for the purpose for which the same is levied ; in 
the latter case the tax shall go into the general fund of 
the city. 

Sec. 6. The council shall report to the auditor of the 
county of Fillmore the amount of general taxes levied on portul au JSir 
the city, and the amounj; of special taxes levied upon any ;^i5uty ""* ' 
of (the) lots or portions of said city, and shall certify to trewurer. 
him the lots or portions of the property upon which such 
special taxes are levied, and it shall be the duty of the 
auditor of Fillmore county to insert such taxes in the as- 
sessment roll of the city of Rushford, and the same shall 
be collected by the county treasurer or returned by him 
as delinquent, and all proceedings in relation thereto in- 
cluding the selling, conveying and redeeming property 
shall be the same as in proceedings on account of other 
taxes. And the county treasurer of Fillmore county 
shall pay such city taxes over to the treasurer of the cit}- 
of Rushford on demand after collection thereof, and said 
treasurer of the city of Rushford shall execute bis receipt 
therefor. 

Sec. 7. It shall be lawful for the council of said city 
to levy a corporation poll tax upon every qualified voter ?JJLLmountr 
in said city. Provided ^ That said tax shall not in any 
one year exceed the sum of three dollars on each person. 

ARTICLE VII. 

ROADS, STREETS, SIDEWALKS AND GRADES. 

Section 1 . The city of Rushford may be constituted 
one or more n>ad districts, to be defined by the council, oiJeormore^ 
and the highway labor and taxes shall belong to the gen- «>•'<*• ^^^^^^ 
eral fund. 

Sec 2. The council shall appoint one or more over- (.Q^ncto ^ 
seers of each district, and they shall issue a warrant p^'nt over.He.ri. 
to him, containing the whole amount of highway labor ^ ^^* *"^^^^ 
and taxes assessed and levied in his district, which war- 
rant shall be returned by him to the clerk of the city. 
The laws of the state of Minnesota shall apply to the 
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warning, working, sueing for and collecting highway 
taxes, and to returning delinquent taxes, and in all other 
respects except as herein expressly provided. The coun- 
cil shall have power to direct the overseer when, where 
and how to expend said labor and tax, and to remove him 
for cause. The council may establish grades of all streets, 
sidewalks and alleys in said city, and cause all streets, 
sidewalks and buildings to conform to the same. 
EzMiueflof Sec. 3. Whenever the council shall deem it necessary 
w^k^ol^ptid to construct or repair any sidewalk in the city of Rush- 
ford, they shall require the clerk or city constable to no- 
tify all owners or occupants of any lot or lots or parcels 
of land, adjoining such sidewalk, to construct or repair 
the same at his or their own expense and charge. Said 
notice shall be in writing and shall specify what work is 
to be done, and the character of the same, and the time 
within which they are required to do the same, which 
' shall be in no case in less than two weeks from the service 
of said notice. 
When council Sec. 4. If such work is not done in the manner and 
wSJk^done"** within the time prescribed, the council shall order the 
same to be done at the expense of the lots or parcels of

Sec. 8. No alderman shall be appointed to any office 
Qaaimcfttion ft>r under the authority of the city which shall have been 
^^^^- created or the emoluments of which shall have been in- 

creased during the time for which he shall have been 
elected. 

Sec. 9. There shall be one regular meeting of the 
BoondiL^ur commou couucil in each month, at such time and place as 
shall be prescribed by ordinance. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Section 1. The annual election of city officers shalL 
be held on the first Tuesday in April in each year, at 

n«e of holding ®^^b places in each ward as the common council shall; 

iM tob^ia designate, and the polls shall be kept open from ten 
o'clock A. M., till four p. m., and ten days previous 
notice shall be given by the common council of the 
time and place of holding such election and the officers to 
be elected, by posting notices thereof in three of the most 
public places in the city, and by publishing the same in at 
least one of the papers published in the city. 
Sec. 2. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office 

gicaa2iefl,iow of mayor, such vacancy shall be filled by a new election, 
which shall be ordered and held within ten days af-< 
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ter such vacancy shall occur, and reasonable notice of 
such election shall be given. Any vacancy occurring in 
any other office shall be filled by the common council'. 
The person appointed to fill any vacancy, by said common 
council shall hold his office and discharge the duties thereof 
until his successor is elected and qualified, and no longer, 
subject to the same liabilities as the person whose office he 
may have been appointed to fill. 

Sec. 8. All elections by the people shall be by ballot, Biection« to be 
and each ballot shall contain all the names of the persons J»y baiiojp-what 
voted for, with a proper designation of the office written election, 
or printed thereon, and a plurality of votes shall consti- 
tute an election. When two or more candidates for an elec- 
tive office shall receive an equal number of votes tor the same 
office, the election shall be determined by the casting of 
lots in the presence of the common council at such time 
and in such manner as they shall direct. 

Sec. 4. All persons entitled to vote for state or 
county officers, and who shall have resided in the city 
four months next preceding the -election, and twenty ^^^ ^^^J^^^ ^^ 
days in the ward where they offer their vote, shall be en- ▼ot«. 
titled to vote for any officer to be elected under this law, 
and the different wards established by law shall constitute 
the election precinct for state and county as well as city 
elections, and the mode of conducting all state and county 
elections in said city shall be in the manner herein provid- 
ed in reference to city elections, except that the returns 
thereof shall be made by the judges of election to the 
register of deeds of the county of Steele within the time 
and in the manner prescribed by law. 

Sec. 5. The elections in said city shall be held *^d jj^^^ ^^^^^^^ 
conducted by the aldermen of each ward, who shall be tobecondueted. 
inspectors of election, and shall take the usual oath 
or affirmation, as prescribed by the general laws of 
the state to be taken by the judges and inspectors of 
elections, and shall have power to appoint clerks of such 
elections, and to administer the necessary oaths. Said 
elections shall be held and conducted in the same manner 
and under the same penalties, and vacancies in the board 
of inspectors thereof filled as required by the laws of the 
state regarding elections. Provided^ That no candidate 
for office shall act as inspector or clerk at such election. 

Sec. 6. If either of the inspectors of election shall 
suspect that any person offering to vote does not possess 
the qualifications of an elector, or if the vote of such 
8 
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person be challenged by a qualified elector of the ward, 
the inspector before receiving the vote of any such person 
shall require of him to take the following oath: ^^You 
do solemnly swear (or affirm as the case may be) that you 
are twenty-one years of age, that you are a citizen of 
the United States (or have declared your intentions to be- 
come a citizen conformably to the laws of the United States 
on the subject of naturalization) that you have resided in 
this state (or city in case of a city election) four 
months, and within the ward twenty days next preced- 
ing the election, that you have not voted at this election, 
and that you have made no bet or wager depending on the 
result of this election." And if the person oflfering to vot^ 
shall take such oath, his vote shall be received, and if 
such person shall take such oath falsely, he shall be deemed 
guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury, and upon conviction 
thereof, upon indictment, shall suffer the punishment pro- 
vided by law for persons guilty of perjury. If any person 
who is not a qualified voter shall vote at any election, or 
if any person duly qualified shall vote in any othen. ward 
than the one in which he resides, or shall vote more than 
once at any election, he shall be liable to indictment, and 
on conviction thereof, shall forfeit and pay a sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, and not less than twen- 
ty-five dollars. It shall be the duty of the inspectors 
to keep a list of the names of all persons whose votes 
may be challenged as aforesaid, and who shall make 
the oath aforesaid, and if any inspector shall knowingly 
and corruptly receive the vote of any person not authorized 
to vote ; or shall make out false returns of an election ; or 
any clerk shall not write down the name of every voter as 
he votes, or shall wilfully make untrue and incorrect 
counts and tallies of votes, each and every such inspector 
or clerk shall be liable to indictment, and on conviction 
thereof, shall severally forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, nor less than one hundred dollars. 
All such indictments shall be tried in the district court of 
the county of Steele. 

Sec. 7. Whenan election shall be closed, and the 
number of votes {9c each candidate or person voted for 
shall be counted and ascertained, the said inspectors shall 
make return thereof, statins therein the number of votes 
for each person for each and every office, and shall deliver 
or cause to be delivered in case of a city election, such 
returns to the recorder, who shall forthwith give notice to

^ch of the aldermen of their respective elections, with- 
in one week after any election, the common* council shall 
meet and canvass said returns, and declare the result as 
it appears from the same so fkr as relates to city or ward

Sec. 8. Special elections to fill vacancies or for any 
otiier purpose, shall be held and conducted by the alder- Howtpeeui 
men of each ward in the same manner, and the returns Lmi!f(Sted?,^ 
thereof shall be made in the same form and manner as in 
general or annual elections, and within such time as may 
be prescribed by resolution. 

Sbc. 9. Any officer removing from the city or ward 
for which he was elected, or any officer who shall neglect wbenoAce 
or reiuse for ten days after notice of his election or J^^tf ^ ^ 
appointment, to enter upon the discharge of the duties of 
his office, shall be deemed to have vacated his office, and 
the common council shall proceed to fill the vacancy as 
herein prescribed. 

Sec. 10. The term of every officer elected under this when term of 
law shall conunence at the time when he is elected and ^ace^^^^' 
qualified, and unless otherwise herein provided continue 
until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 11. Should there be a failure by the people to when new eieo- 
elect any officer herein required to be elected on the day Jj**^^^'^'^" 
designated, the common council shall order a new election 
to be held, ten days notice of the time and place of hold- 
ing such election being first given.

CHAPTER V. 

Section 1. Every person elected or appointed to any per«on. elected 
office under this act, shall, before he enters upon the duties **L^p®*2**** 
of his office, take and subscribe an oath of office and file Son?. ^ 
the same duly certified by the officer taking the same, with 
the recorder of the city, and the treasurer and marshal and 
8Qch other officer as the common council may direct,- shall 
severally before entering upon the duties of their respect- 
ive offices, execute to the city of Owatonna, a bond with at 
least two sureties, (to be approved by the common 
council) who shall make affidavit that they are each worth 
the penalty specified in said bond over and above all debts, 
exemptions or liabilities, and said bond shall contain such 
penal sum and such conditions as the common council may 
deem proper, and they may from time to time require new 
or additional bonds, and remove from office any officer 
neglecting or refusing to give the same. 
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Sec. 2. The mayor shall, when present, preside over 
wiiotobepra- the meetings of the common council, and take care that 
f^iSi^'mw^is ^^^ laws of the state and the ordinances of the city be 
how called. strictly enforced and duly observed, and that all other ex- 
ecutive officers of the city discharge their respective duties. 
The mayor or any two aldermen may call special 
meetings of the common council. He shall inspect the 
conduct of all subordinate officers, and cause negligent and 
persistent violation of duty to be prosecuted and punished, 
and may require of any officer of the city, whenever 
he may deem it necessary, an exhibit of his books and 
papers. He shall from time to time communicate to the 
common council, and recommend such measures as he may 
deem advantageous to the city . He shall have power to ex- 
ecute all acts that may be required of him by any ordinance 
made in pursuance of this act, and is hereby authorized to 
call upon every male inhabitant of said city over the age 
of eighteen years, to aid in enforcing the laws and 
ordinances, and in case of riot to call out the nulitary com- 
panies of the city to aid him in suppressing the same, or 
carrying into effect any law or ordinance. Any person 
who shall not obey such call shall forfeit to the city a fine 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars and not less than five 
dollars. 

Sec. 3. In case the mayor shall be guilty ot any wil- 
when mayor n- ^^ oppressiou or comipt partiality in the discharge of 
SSSt*^ *' the duties of his office, he shall be liable to indictment, 
and on conviction thereof, shall pay a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars, and the court shall have power 
(upon the reconunendation of the jury in the case) to add 
to the judgment for the fine that he be removed from 
office. 

Seo. 4. In case the mayor shall be absent from any 
■idinrofflee^ mcctiug of the common council, the common council shall 
howchoaen. proceed to elect one of their own number a temporary 
presiding officer, who, for the time being, shall discharge all 
the duties of mayor. In case of the absence of the mayor 
from the city, or his inability from any reason other than 
removal from the city, to discharge the duties of his 
office, the council shall elect by ballot from their own 
number, an officer who shall be styled acting mayor, and 
all acts performed by him shall have the same force and 
validity as if performed by the mayor. 

Sec. 5. The recorder shall keep the corporate seal and 
all the papers and records of the city, and keep a record 
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of the proceedings of the common council at whose meet- 
ing it shall be his duty to attend, and copies of all papers 
filed in his ofiSce, and transcripts from the records of the 
common council certified by him under the corporate seal 
shall be evidence in all courts as if the originals were 
produced. He shall draw and countersign all orders on Dnuog of re. 
the treasurer in pursuance of any order or resolution of the ^''*" 
common council, and keep a full and accurate account 
thereof in books provided for that purpose. The recorder 
shall have power to administer oaths or affirmations and 
take the acknowledgments of deeds and other writings. 
He shall report annually on or about the first day of June 
to the common council an estimate of the expenses of the 
city for the current year, and the revenue necessarj^ to be 
raised therefor, and the fiscal year of the city shall com- 
mence on the first day of July in each year. He shall 
make or cause to be made estimates of the expense of any 
work to be done by the city, and countersign all contracts 
njade in behalf of the city, and all certificates of work by 
any officer of the city or any committee of the common 
council. He shall negotiate such temporary loans for the 
city as the city council may direct, anticipating the re- 
venues for the current year, but such loan shall be subject 
to the approval of the common council. The recorder 
shall keep a record of all his acts and doings, which record 
shall be at all times open to the inspection of all parties 
interested. He shall not directly or indirectly be interest- 
ed in any contract or job to which the city is a party, or 
in any loan to be negotiated by the city. He shall receive 
for his services such sum as the city council shall deem 
proper, not to exceed one hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 6. The attorney for the city shall perform aU j^^^^^^ ^^ ^^^^ 
professional duties incident to his office, and when required attorney. 
shall furnish written opinions upon any subject submitted 
to hun by the common council or its committees ; Provide 
^, He shall not receive to exceed one hundred dollars per 
yeai for such services. 

Seo. 7. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belong- 
ing to the city, and keep an accurate and detailed account 
thereof in such manner as the common council shall from Duties of treM- 
time to time direct. The treasurer shall exhibit to the *'**' 
common council within at least twenty days after the annual 
election or sooner if required by them, a full and detailed 
account of all the receipts and expenditures after the date 
of the last annual report, and also the state of the treasury, 
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which accounts shall be filed with the record. He shall not 
be entitled to any pay for his services except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 8. The marshal shall execut<e such orders as are 
made and perform such other duties as are prescribed by 
the common council for the collection ot tolls, license 

Douwof m*r mQ^^y ^^^ fiucs, for the preservation of the public peace » 
for the good order, cleanliness and government of the citj 
and for all other purposes. He shall possess the powers 
of a constable at common law and under the statutes of 
this state, and receive like fees, but shall not serve civil 
process except when the city is a party. He shall receive 
no other compensation for his services than constable's fees 
and a per cent, on all money's collected to be allowed by 
the conmion council, except as may be hereinafter provid* 
ed. 

Sec. 9. The street commissioner shall under the direc- 

SmSsiioSJf *^^^ ^^ ^^® common council superintend the grading and 
improving of streets, alleys, and the building and repair- 
ing of sidewalks, and the expenditure of taxes levied and 
collected for such purposes, and shall have the same super* 
vision over the highways in the city and discharge the same 
duties as [are] by law required of overseers ot highways 
generally. 

Sec. 10. The common council shall have power to re* 

Jo^cS?^*" quire from time to time other and further duties to be 
performed by a^y officer whose duties are herein prescrib- 
ed, and to appoint such other officers as may be necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of this act, and to pre- 
scribe their duties and compensation. Such compensation 
shall be fixed at the time such office is created, or at the 
commencement of the year, and shall not be increased or 
diminished during the time such officer shall remain in 
office. The common council may at any time fix the com- 
pensation of any officer or committee for any extraordinaiy 
service by them performed. 

Sec. 11. The common council at their first meeting- 
in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, shall 
designate one newspaper printed in the city, in which 

poiBtcityp'^^. shall be published all ordinances and other proceedings 

ler-wiien. ^^^ matters required by this act, or that may be required 
by the by-laws or ordinances of the common council 
to be published in a public newspaper. 

Sec. 12. The city printer immediately after the pub- 
lication of any notice or resolution or other matters which 
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by this act is, or by city ordinance shall be required to be 
published, shall file with the recorder a copy of such Duties of city 
publication with his aflBdavit or the aiHrlavit of his foreman, p*"*"^'- 
of the length of time the same has been published, and 
such affidayit shall be conclusive eyidence of the publica- 
tion of such notice, ordinance, resolution or other matter. 
Any person having been an officer in said city shall, within 
ten days after notification and request, deliver to his 
successor in office all property, books, papers and effects 
of every description in his possession belonging to said 
city or pertaining to the office he may have held. If he 
fail to do so, after such notification and request, he shall 
forfeit and pay to the use of the city one hundred 
dollars, besides all damages caused by his neglect or re- 
fusal so to deliver, and such successor may recover the 
possession of such books, papers and effects in the manner 
prescribed by the laws of this state in cases of unlawful 
detention of property. 

Sec. 13. No member of the common council shall be whomaynotbe 
a party to, or interested in any job or contract with the Myjdb*o^rlS)n- 
city, and any contract in which any member of the common ^*^^ ^^' ^^y- 
council may be so interested shall be null and void. 

Sec. 14. The mayor, sheriff of Steele county, and 
each and every alderman, justice of the peace, marshal, 
recorder and constables of the town of which said city is a JI?i°ofthe*pe*'e 
part, shall be officers of the peace, and may command the ^f ^*e dty 
peace and suppress in a summary manner all rioting and 
disorderly behavior within the limits of the city, and for 
such purpose may command the assistance of all bystand- 
ers, and if any person so commanded shall refuse to aid 
in maintaining the peace, every such person shall pay a fine 
of not more than twenty-five dollars and not less than five 
dollars. 

Sec. 15. The city justice shall possess all the author- 
ity, power and rights of justices of the peace of this state, jurisdiction of 
and shall have exclusive jurisdiction to hear all complaints 1;*/^^®* ^' 
and conduct all examinations and trials in criminal cases 
within the city cognizable before a justice of the peace. 
But warrants returnable before the said city justice, may 
be issued in criminal cases by any justice in the city, 
but no fee shall be received therefor by said justice- 
The said justice shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all 
cases cognizable before a justice of the peace in which the 
city is a party, and shall have cognizance and exclusive 
jurisdiction of all suits, prosecutions or proceedings for 
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the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or penality under any 
by-law, ordinance or regulation, and in all oases of offence 
committed against the same. All prosecutions for assault, 
batteries and afirays not indictable, and for a breach or 
violation of any such by-law, ordinance or regulation, 
shall be commenced in the name of the city of Owatonoa, 
and the same proceedings shall be had in civil and crimi- 
nal suits before said justice, where not otherwise herein 
directed, as are established and required to be had in civil 
jariidietion of and Criminal actions by the laws of this state before a 
^pewe***^' ^^ justice of the peace. Provided^ That in cases of prosecu- 
tions for a breach or violation of an ordinance, by-law or 
regulation of said 3ity or its charter, or for any assault, 
battery or affray not indictable, committed within the city 
limits, no appeal shall be allowed when the judgment or 
fine imposed exclusive of costs, is less than fifteen dol- 
lars. In all cases of conviction for assaults, batteries 
and affi^ys within said city, and in all cases of conviction 
under any ordinanance of said city for breaches of the 
peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses of ill-fame or 
frequenting the same, and of keeping or maintaining dis- 
orderly and ill governed houses, the said justice shall 
have power in addition to the fine or penalty imposed, to 
compel such offenders to give security for good behavior, 
and to keep the peace for a period not exceeding six 
months, and in a sum not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars. The said justice shall have the same power and 
authority in case of contempt as a court of record. Pro^ 
videdj That nothing herein contained shall be deemed 
to divest the district judges of their authority as conserva- 
tors of the peace, nor to affect in any manner the juris- 
diction or powers of the district courts or supreme court 
of the state. In case of the absence, sickness or other 
inability of said justice, or for any sufSlcient reason, the 
mayor, by warrant, may authorize any other justice of the 
peace within said city, to perform the duties of said jus- 
tice of the peace for the city, and it shall thereupon be 
the duty of the mayor to inform the city attorney and 
marshal of such substitution, and make report thereof to 
the common council, and they may confirm or set aside 
such appointment, or appoint some other justice of the 
peace, and the justice of the peace so appointed, shall, for 
the time being, possess all the authority, powers and 
rights of said justice of the peace for the city. All fines 
and penalties imposed by the city justice for offenses 
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committed within the city limits, or for violation of any 
ordinance, by-law or regulation of said city, shall belong 
to, and be a part of the finances of said city* 

Sec. 1 6. The city justice shall quarterly report to the ^^^en jtuuce to 
common council all the proceedings instituted before him report to coiu- 
in which the city is interested, and shall at the same time *^ 
account for, and pay over to the city treasured all fines 
and penalties collected by him belonging to said city, 
and said justice shall be entitled to receive from the 
county of Steele such fees in criminal cases occurring 
without the city, as are allowed to other justices in the 
county for similar services. 

Sec. 17. The justices of the peace and constables 
elected in each ward, shall have the same powers, au- «2JI o?the pSioo 
thority and rights as are possessed by other justices and <^n<i con>^DiM. 
constables of the county of Steele, under the laws of the 
state. 

Sec. 18. The common council shall prescribe the du- Dalies of oitr 
ties of the city surveyor, and fix the fees of compensation ^hJSf*p;;;iJH>. 
for any services performed by him. All surveys, plans •^-^"■'"'▼•y*. 
or estimates made by him for the city, shall be the pro-pertyof cit;^' 
perty of the city and carefully preserved in the office of 
the recorder, open for the inspection of the parties inter- 
ested. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Section 1. The mayor and aldermen shall constitute 
Ihe common council, and the style of all ordinances wbo to comti. 
shall be— The Common Council of the City of Owatonna SuiSf^^^'J 
do ordain. The common council shall have the control •^^^J^^^f 
and management of the finances and of all the property coudch. 
of the city, and shall likewise have full power and author- 
ity to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, 
alter, modify, correct, and repeal all such ordinances, rules 
and by-laws for the government and good order of the 
city, and for the suppression ot vice and intemperance and 
the prevention of crime, as they shall deem expedient, 
and declare and impose penalties by fine and imprison- 
ment, or both, and to enforce the same against any person 
or persons who may violate any of the provisions ot such 
ordinances, rules or by-laws. And all such ordinances 
rules and by-laws are hereby declared to be and have the 
full force of law, and for these purposes, shall have au- 
thority by ordinances, resolutions or by-laws. Provided y 
9 
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They be not repugnant to the constitution and laws o£ 
the United States or of this state. 

First — ^To license and regulate the exhibition of com* 
mon showmen or shows of any kind, or the exhibitions of 
caravans, circuses or theatrical performances, billiard ta« 
bles or bowling saloons, and to fix the rate of license 
therefor, and to provide for the abatement and removal of 
all nuisances under the ordinances, or at common law, or 
under this act, and to grant licenses . and to regulate 
groceries, taverns, victualing houses, and all persons 
vending or dealing in spiritqous, vinous, fermented, mix- 
ed, or intoxicating liquors. Provided^ That the license 
for so dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed, or 
intoxicating liquors shall be at least one hundred dol- 
lars a year, and as much higher as the council shall di- 
rect, and that no license shall be granted for a less term 
than one year. 

Second — To restrain and prohibit all gaming with cards, 
maeS!^'^^ and all gaming tables, and to prohibit the use of all gam- 
bling devices whatever from being set up or used for gam- 
bling purposes, and to restrain and prohibit all descrip- 
tion of gaming and fraudulent devices and practices, and 
playing of cards, dice or other games of chance for the 
purposes of gaming in said city, and to restrain and prohibit 
any person from vending, giving, or dealing in spirituous, 
vinous, fermented, mixed, or intoxicating liquors of any 
kind, and impose such restrictions or prohibitions by fine 
or imprisonment, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

Third — To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance and 
disorderly assemblages, to suppress and restrain disorder- 
ly houses or groceries, and houses of ill fame, and to au- 
thorize the destruction of all instruments used for the 
purpose of gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented, mixed, or intoxicating liquors of any kind that 
may be kept for sale or dealt in contrary to any ordinance 
of the city. 

Fourth — To compel the owner or occupant of any gro- 
cery, cellars, tallow chandlers' shop, soap factory, tan- 
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome 
or nausious house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate 
the same from time to time as often as they may be deemed 
necessary lor the health, comfort, and convenience of the 
inhabitants of the city. 

Fifth — To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets in said city, and to regulate 
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the sale, storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder 
or other combustible materials. 

Sixth — To prevent the incumbering of streets, side- 
walks, lanes and alleys with carriages, carts, wagons, 
sleighs, boxes, firewood, lumber, or any other material or 
substance whatever. 

Seventh — ^To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding 
or driving in the streets, and to regulate the places of 
bathing and swimming in the water within the limits of 
the city. 

Eighth — ^To restrain from running at large, cattle, horses, 
mules, swine, sheep, poultry, and geese, and to authorize 
the impounding, destraining and sale of the same, and to 
impose penalties on the owners of such auimals for 
violation of the ordinance. 

Ninth — ^To prohibit the running at large of dogs, to 
impose fines upon their owners, and to authorize the des- pow^nof uie 
truction of dogs when at large contrary to the ordinance. *^®'^"°'' 

Tenth — ^To prevent any person from bringing, deposit- 
ing or having within the city any putrid carcass, or any 
other unwholesome substance, and to require the removal 
of the same, by any person who shall have the same upon 
his premises, or from any street, lane or alley, and in de- 
fault to authorize the removal thereof by any competent 
officer, at the expense of the person or persons. 

Eleventh — ^To makeandestablish public grounds, pounds, 
pumps, wells, cisterns, reservoirs, and to provide for the 
erection of water works for the supply of water to the 
inhabitants, to erect lamps, or other means whereby to 
light the city ; to regulate and license hacks, cabs, drays, 
carts, and charges of hackmen, coachmen, draymen and 
cartmen of the city. 

Twelfth — To establish and regulate boards of health, 
provide hospitals, and cemetery grounds, and to remove 
the same when necessary for the public good, to regulate 
the burial of the dead, and the return of the bills of mor- 
tality, and to exempt burial grounds set apart for public 
use from taxation. 

Thirteenth — To regulate the assize and weight of bread, 
and to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of bread 
baked contrary thereto. 

Fourteenth — To prevent all persons riding or driving 
any ox, cow, horse, mule or other animals on the side- 
walks of the city or in any way doing damage to such 
sidewalks. 
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Fifieenih — ^To prevent the shooting of firearms, crack- 
ers, rockets or other projectiles, and to prevent the exhi* 
bition of any fireworks in any situation which may be 
deemed by the council dangerous to the city or any pro- 
perty therein or annoying to any citizen thereof. 

SixteerUh—To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking 
of intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity in the 
streets or public places, and to provide for arresting, re- 
moving and punishing any person who may be guilty of 
the same. 

Seventeenth — To restrain and r^ulate runners and so- 
licitors for stages, public houses, railways and other es- 
tablishments, and to regulate the police of the city. 

Eighteenth — To establish public markets and enforce 
rules and regulations for the government of the same. 

Nineteenth — ^To regulate the place and manner of selling 
and to provide for the inspection and weight of hay and 
stone coal, and measuring of charcoal, firewood and other 
ooanefi. fuel, and to appoint suitable persons to inspect, superin- 

tend and conduct the same. 

Twentieth — To compel the owners or occupants of buil- 
dings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from 
the sidewalk, streets or alleys opposite thereto, and in his 
default to authorize the removal or destruction thereof by 
some officer of the city at the expense of such owner or 
occupant. 

Tvoenty-firat — ^To regulate the time, place and manner 
of holding public auctions or vendues. 

Tu>eifUy' second — ^To provide by ordinance for a standard 
of weights and measures, for the appointment of a city 
sealer, and to require all weights and measures to be sealed 
by the city sealer, to provide for the punishment for the 
use of false weights and measures. 

Twenty'third—To appropriate money and provide for 
the payment of the expenses of the city. 

Twenty-fourth — To establish, regulate and support night 
watches when necessary. 

TwerUy-fifth — To provide for the erection of all need- 
ful buildings for the use of the city. 

Twentysixth — To provide for the enclosing, improving 
and regulating of all public grounds belonging to the city, 
and for the adorning of the streets thereof with shade 
trees. 

Twenty-seventh — To regulate and tax merchants, re- 
tailers, taverns, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawn- 
brokers and money changers. 
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Iwenih-eighth — ^To license and regulate porters and fix 
the price of porterage. 

lioerUy-ninth — ^To provide for and regulate the inspec- 
tion of tobacco, beefy pork, flour, meal, lard, butter and 
other provisions. 

Ihirtieth — To regulate and order parapet walls and 
partition fences.* 

Thirty-first — ^To provide for taking from time to time 
the enumeration of the inhabitants of the city. 

Thirty-second — ^To do all acts and make all regulations 
which may be necessary or expedient for the preservation 
of health and the suppression of disease, and to make reg- 
ulations to prevent the introduction of contagious diseases 
into the city ; and to make quarantine laws and enforce the 
same witiiin three miles of the city. 

Ihirty-third — To restrain and punish vagrants, mendi- 
cants, street beggars and prostitutes. 

Thirty-Jourth — ^To prescribe the limits within which 
wooden buildings or buildings of other materials, that 
shall not be deemed fire-proof shall not be erected placed 
and repaired and to direct that all and any buildings within ^J|^/' ^ 
such limits prescribed, shall be made and constructed of fire- 
proof material, and xiy prohibit the repairing and re-build- 
ing of wooden buildings within such limits when the same 
shall be damaged to the extent of fifty per cent, on the 
value thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining 
such value and damages. 

Thirty-fifth — ^To prevent the dangerous construction, 
placing and condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, 
stoves, stove pipes, ovens, boilers and appurtenances used 
in and about any building, and to cause the same to be re- 
moved or placed in a safe and secure condition when con- 
sidered dangerous, and to prevent the deposit of ashes in 
unsafe places, and to regulate and prevent the carrying on 
of manu&ctories dangerous in causing or promoting fires 
within the city limits, and generally to establish such 
measures for tlie prevention or extinguishment of fires as 
prudence may dictate. 

Thirty-sixth — To appoint one or more fire-wardens and 
to prescribe their duties. 

Thirty^eventh — The common council shall have power 
to purclmse fire-engines and other fire apparatus, and to 
authorize the formation of fire companies, hook and lad- 
der and hose companies, and to provide for the due sup- 
port and regulation of the same ; and to order such com- 
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panies to be disbanded and their apparatus to be delivered 
up. Eaeh company shall not have to exceed seventy-five 
membei-8, and shall be formed by voluntary enlistment ; 
and each member of every such company shall be exempt 
from all poll tax, from serving on juries, and from military 
duty, during the continuance of such membershrp. 

Thirty -eighth — The common council of said city may 
provide by ordinance that any one convicted of an offense 
before the city justice, subjecting such offender to im* 
prisonment under the charter and ordinances of said city, 
may be kept at hard labor in any work house established 
by said city for that purpose, or in case of a male offen- 
der, may be kept at hard labor during his term of impris- 
onment, in such work house or upon the public streets 
and improvements of said city, or both, and may also 
Power, of the providc by ordiuauce that any one convicted of an offense 
oouncu. before the city justice as aforesaid, and committed upon 

non-payment of a fine imposed, may be kept at hard labor 
in any work house of said city as aiforesaid, or in case of 
a male offender, may be kept at hard labor either in such 
work house or upon the public streets and improvements, 
or both, until such person shall work out the amount of 
such fine at such rate of compensation as said coomion 
council may prescribe, for a time not exceeding the term 
of such commitment, and the common council shall have 
full power to establish by ordinance all needful regulations 
for the security of such prisoners thus employed, and to 
prevent escape and ensure proper discipline, and shall have 
power to establish a suitable work house in said city, for 
the purpose aforesaid, and under such regulations as the 
i^aid common council may provide; Provided^ That the 
common council aforesaid, shall be and is hereby authoriz- 
ed to use the jailof Steelecounty as the work house of the city 
of Owatonna, provided for in this act, the prisoners of the 
city to be, as at present, in the custody of the sheriff of 
Steele county, except when employed upon the public 
streets and improvements of said city. 

All laws, ordinances, regulations and by-laws, 
ite.*tobr>S- 8^^*^ be passed by an affirmative vote of the majority of • 
ediy thcmayor. ^jj^ commou couucil, and be signed by the mayor, and shall 
be published in the official paper of the city before the

Houses or buildings of 
any kind wherein more than twenty pounds of gun- * 
powder are deposited, stored or kept at any time, gambling 
houses, houses of ill-fame, disorderly taverns, or beer 
shops, or places where spirituous, vinous, fermented 
or intoxicating liquors are sold, given away or dealt 
in, without the license required therefor within the limits 
•^f said city, are hereby declared and deemed public or 
• common nuisances. 

Sec. 6. The common council shall examine and adjust 
the accounts of the treasurer, marshal, recorder and all oonncu toex- 
other officers and agents of the city at such times as they Sb^Mooimto or^ 
may deem proper, and at the end of each year ; and before ^**^ »»<»"• 
the time for which such officers were appointed or elected 
shall have expired, and the council shall require each and 
every such officer or agent to exhibit his books, accounts 
and vouchers for such examination and settlement, and if 
any such public officer or agent shall refuse to comply 
with the order of said council in discharge of their duties, 
•in pursuance of this section, the council shall declare the 
office of such person vacant and may commence suit or 
proceedings at law against any such officer or agent who 
may be found delinquent, as defaulting in his accounts op 
in the discharge of his official duties. The council shall 
make fiill record of all such settlements and adjustments. 
JThey may receive for their services one dollar each for any 
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meeting of said council at which they are present and an- 
swering to their names. 

CHAPTER Vn. 

Section 1 • All funds in the treasury except state and 
county funds shall be under the control of the conunon 
d^°ue MBtrST council and be drawn out upon the order of the mayor 
of the coundi. ^nd countersigued by the recorder duly authorized by a 
vote of the common council, and all orders drawn upon 
the treasurer shall specify the purpose for which they were 
drawn and shall be payable generally out of any funds in 
the treasury belonging to the city, and all such orders 
shall be received in payment of any tax or assessment 
levied by authority of the city. All orders shall be pay- 
able to the order of the person in whose favor they may 
be drawn, and may be transferred by endorsement.

tax of two days' work, in each year, upon the highways, 
streets, alleys or bridges within the city, under the di- 
rection of the street commissioner. All persons liable to 
pay such capitation or poll tax may in lieu of work» 
pay to the street commissioner one dollar per day, and the 
street commissioner shall expend all money so received 
on the streets, highways, alleys or bridges, under the di- 
rection of the common council. 

CHAPTER Vm. 

Section 1. The common council shall have the care, 
supervision and control of all public highways, bridges, 
alleys, public squares and grounds within the limits of 
caro'iwd'cou^ol Said city and shall cause all streets, alleys or highways 
i^^j%^ within the city, to be kept open and in repairs, and free 
lirUgM, etc. f^Qixi nuisauces. No street, alley or highway which has 
been heretofore laid out or surveyed and platted, and 
the survey and plat thereof reconled, shall be vacated 
by the common council or the county board of commis- - 
sioners, nor shall any alteration be made therein except

Said commissioners shall be notified by the city clerk* 
and shall before entering upon their duties, take and sub- 
scribe to an oath or afiirmation to faithfully and impartially 
perform their duties, and make due return of their actions

The common council of said city shall 
have power to ordain and contract for the making, grading, 
B^in°sTra<UDc repairing, cleansing, improving and adorning of the

ters and sewers within said city, and to direct and control 
the persons employed therein, and all such improvements 
shall be superintended by a street commissioner. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the common council bhall deem it 
necessary to construct or repair any sidewalk within the 

ooastroctioD of ^^^7^ ^^^^ ^^^^^ rcquirc the street commissioner to notify 
•idt^waikB- in writing the owner or occupant of any lot adjoining such 
^^ ^^ ' sidewalk to make or repair the same at his own proper 
cost and charge and in such manner and within such time 
as may be specified in the notification. If such work is 
not done in the manner and within the time prescribed, 
the common council shall order the same to be done at the 
expense of the lots adjoining such sidewalks ; and the ex- 
penses thereof shall be assessed upon such lots so charge- 
able by the street commissioner, and returned to the com- 
mon council and collected in the same manner and under 
the same regulations as assessments for street improve- 
ments, atid shall bear a like rate of interest after confirma- 
tion. All street crossings shall be graded and all cross- 
walks built at the expense of said city. 

Sec. 3. The cost and expense of surveying streets, 
alleys, sidewalks, sewers and estimating work thereon, 

i^^'ttiM^S^^" ^^^ ^^ repairing and cleansing streets and alleys and of 
]eyB.ete.,L>w coustructing aud repairing reservoirs, shall be chargeable 
^~^' to and payable out of the funds of the city. Grrading, 

graveling, planting, macadamizing or paving streets and 
alleys to the centre thereof, shall be chargeable to, and 
payable by the lots fronting on such street or alley within 
the line of improvement so far as the work extends, and 
the whole expense thereof shall be assessed upon such lots 
in proportion to their assessed value. Sewers and drains 
communicating with maiu sewers may be built by order 
of the common council through any street or alley for the 
purpose of draining the lots in the blocks fronting such 
street or alley, and in such case the expense thereof shall 
be assessed upon the lots so drained and benefited. iVo- 
videdy That in all cases where improvements or work of 
any sewers are chargeable by- virtue of this section upon 
lots benefited, all such improvements across streets, alleys 
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and pablic grounds, shall be made and paid for out of the 
funds of the city, in proportion to the street, alley or 
public grounds. 

Seo. 4. No grading of streets or alleys to be done 
at the expense of the lots frontinv^ such improvements, or 
sewers, the expense of which is to be charged to the lots 
drained or benefited as before provided, shall be ordered ^ow exp«iiM «f 
by the common council, except upon the petition in writing f^^*^^^ 
of a majority of the owners of property whose lots will 
be 80 chargeable with the expenses thereof. ' On the receipt 
of such a petition, the common council shall pass a resolu- 
tion to that eflTect, and shall require the street commission* 
er of the proper ward with the assistance of the city sur- 
veyor, to examine the premises, and report a grade in case 
of a street or alley, and an estimate of the whole expense 
thereof, and the lots chargeable with the expense and the 
owners' names if known ^ and the proportion of expense to 
be assessed upon each, and the common council may adopt, 
revise, correct or remand the same with instructions.

poration under the name and style of fhe village of High

the duties of mayor. In case of the absence of the mayor 
from the city, or his inability from any reason other than 
removal from the city, to discharge the duties of his 
office, the council shall elect by ballot from their own 
number, an officer who shall be styled acting mayor, and 
all acts performed by him shall have the same force and 
validity as if performed by the mayor. 
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Sec. 31, The recorder shall keep the corporate seal and 
all the papers and records of the city, and keep a record 
of the proceedings of the common council at whose meet- p^ii^. of r^ 
ing it shall be his duty to attend, and copies of all papers «>'*•'• 
filed in his office, and transcripts from the records of the 
common council certified by him under the corporate seal 
ihall be evidence in all courts as if the originals were 
produced. He shall draw and countersign all orders on 
the treasurer in pursuance of any order or resolution of the 
common council, and keep a full and accurate account 
thereof in books provided for that purpose. The recorder 
shall have power to administer oaths or affirmations and 
take the acknowledgments of deeds and other writings. 
He shall report annually on or about the first day of June 
to the common council an estimate of the expenses of the 
city for the current year, and the revenue necessary to be 
raised therefor, and the fiscal year of the city shall com- 
mence on the first day of July in each year. He shall 
make or cause to be made estimates of the expense of any 
work to be done by the city, and countersign all contracts 
made in behalf of the city, and all certificates of work by 
any officer of the city or any committee of the common 
council. He shall negotiate such temporary loans for the 
city as the city council may direct, anticipating the re- 
venues for the current year, but such loan shall be subject 
to the approval of the common council. The recorder 
shall keep a record of all his acts and doings, which record 
shall be at all times open to the inspection of all parties 
interested. He shall not directly or indirectly be interest- 
ed in any contract or job to which the city is a party, or 
in any loan to be negotiated by the city. He shall receive 
for his services such sum as the city council shall deem 
proper, not to exceed one hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 32. The attorney for the city stall perform all ^^^^^^ ^^ ^^ 
professional duties incident to his office, and when required »ttonioy. 
shall furnish written opinions upon any subject submitted 
to him by the common council or its committees ; Provid- 
ed. He shall not receive to exceed twenty-five dollars per 
yeai for such services. 

Sec. 33. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belong- 
ing to the city, and keep an accurate and detailed account Dauet of 
thereof in such manner as the common council shall from "**'• 
time to time direct. The treasurer shall exhibit to the 
common council within at least twenty days after the annual 
election or sooner if required by them, a full and detailed 
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account of all the receipts and expenditures after the date 
of the last annual report, and also the state of the treasury, 
which accounts shall be filed with the record. He shall not 
be entitled to any pay for his services except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 34. The marshal shall execute such orders as are 
made and perform such other duties as are prescribed by

money and fines, for the preservation of the public peace, 
for the good order, cleanliness and government of the city 
and for all other purposes. He shall possess the powers 
of a constable at common law and under the statutes of 
this state, and receive like fees, but shall not serve civil 
process except when the city is a party. He shall receive 
no other compensation for his services than constable's fees 
and a per cent, on all money's collected to be allowed by 
the common council, except as may be hereinafter provid- 
ed.

The mayor, sheriff of Rice county, and 
each and every alderman, justice of the peace, marshal, 
recorder and constables of the town of which said is is a ^^'^o^th^t^^'e 
part, shall be officers of the peace, and may command the J? \^e city * 
peace and suppress in a summary manner all rioting and 
disorderly behavior within the limits of the city, and for 
such purpose may command the assistance of all bystand- 
ers, and if any person so commanded shall refuse to aid 
in maintaining the peace, every such person shall pay a fine 
of not more than twenty-five dollars nor less than five 
dollars. The city justice shall possess all the author- 
ity, power and rights of justices of the peace of this state, 
and shall have exclusive jurisdiction to hear all cdmplaints 
and conduct all examinations and trials in criminal cases 
within the city cognizable before a justice of the peace, 
but warrants returnable before the said city justice, may 
be issued in criminal cases by any justice in the city, 
but no fee shall be received therefor by said justice. 
The said justice shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all 
cases cognizable before a justice of the peace in which the

committed against the £ame. All prosecutions for assault, 
batteries and affrays not indictable, and for a breach or 
violation of any such by-law, ordinance or regulation, 
shall be commenced in the name of the city of Northfield, 
and the same proceedings shall be had in civil and crimi- 
nal suits before said justice, where not otherwise herein 
directed, as are established and required to be had in civil 
and criminal actions by the laws of this state before a 
justice of the peace. Provided^ That in case of prosecu- 
tions for a breach or violation of an ordinance, by-law or 
regulation of said 3ity or its charter, or for any assault, 
battery or affray not indictable, committed within the city 
limits, no appeal shall be allowed when the judgment 
exclusive of costs, is less than twenty-five dollars. In all 
cases of conviction for assaults, batteries and affrays with- 
in said city, in all cases of conviction under any ordi- 
nanance of said city for breaches of the peace, disorderly 
conduct, keeping houses of ill-fame or frequenting 
the same, and of keeping or maintaining disorderly and 
ill governed houses, the said justice s^all have power 
in addition to the fine or penalty imposed, to compel 
such offenders to give security for good behavior, 
and to keep the peace for a period not exceeding six 
months, and in a sum not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars. The said justice shall have the same power and 
authority in case of contempt as a court of record. -FVo- 
videdy That nothing herein contained shall be deemed 
to divest the district judges of their authority as conserva- 
tors of the peace, nor to affect in any manner the juris- 
diction or powers of the district courts or supreme court 
of the state. In case of the absence, sickness or other 
inability of said justice, or for any sufficient reason, the 
mayor, by warrant, may authorize any other justice of the 
peace within said city, to perform the duties of said jus- 
tice of the peace for the city, and it shall thereupon be 
the duty of the mayor to inform the city attorney and 
marshal of such cuLstitution, and make report thereof to 
the common council, and they may confirm or set aside 
such appointment, or appoint some other justice of the 
peace, and the justice of the peace so appointed, shall, for 
the time being, possess all the authority, powers and 
rights of said justice of the peace for the city.

Sec. 44. The mayor and aldermen shall constitute 
the common council, and the style of all ordinances 
shall be — The Common Council of the City of Northfield whofeoconsu- 
do ordain. The common council shall have the control Sanan^Sro"/ 
and management of the finances and of all the property po^en^S?" 
of the city, and shall likewise have full power and author- council. 
ity to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, 
alter, modify, correct, and repeal all such ordinances, rules 
and by-laws for the government and good order of the 
city, and for the suppression ot vice and intemperance and 
the prevention of crime, as they shall deem expedient, 
and declare and impose penalties by fine and imprison- 
ment, or both, and to enforce the same against any person 
or persons who may violate any of the provisions of such 
ordinances, rules or by-laws. And all such ordinances 
rules and by-laws are hereby declared to be and have the 
fall force of law, and for these purposes, shall have au- 
thority by ordinances, resolutions or by-laws. Provided ^ 
They be not re^iugnant to the constitution and laws of 
thelTnited States or of this state. 

FirU — ^To license and regulate the exhibition of com-

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mon showmen or shows of any kind, or the exhibitions of 
caravans, circuses or theatrical performances, billiard ta- 
bles or bowling saloons, and to fix the rate of license 
therefor, and to provide for the abatement and removal of 
all nuisances under the ordinances, or at common law, or 
under this act, and to grant licenses and to regulate 
groceries, taverns, victualing houses, and all persons 
vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mix- 
ed, or intoxicating liquors. Provided^ That the license 
for so dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed, or 
intoxicating liquors shall be at least one hundred dol 
lars a year, and as much higher as the council shall di- 
rect, and that no license shall be granted for a less term 
than one year. And provided ahoj That apothecaries 
selling wiues aud liquors for purely mechanical or medicinal 
Powers of the P^rposes, may be licensed in the direction of the council 
council. for 4 sum uot less than twenty live dollars. 

Second — To restrain aud prohibit all gaming with cards, 
and all gaming tables, and to prohibit all gambling 
devices whatever from being set up or used. for gambling 
purposes, and to restrain and prohibit all description of 
gaming and fraudulent devices and practices, includ- 
ing gift enterprises, and playing of cards, dice or other 
•games of chance for the purposes of gaming in said 
city, and to restrain and prohibit any person from vending, 
giving, or dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed, 
or intoxicating liquors of any kind, and impose such re- 
strictions or prohibitions by fine or imprisonment, or by 
both fine and imprisonment. 

Third — To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance and 
disorderly assemblages, to suppress and restrain any disor- 
derly houses or groceries, and houses of ill fame, and to 
authorize the destruction of all instruments used for the 
purpose of gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented, mixed, or intoxicating liquors of any kind that 
may be kept for sale or dealt in contrary to any ordinance 
of the city. 

Fourth — To compel the ownfer or occupant of any gro- 
cery, cellars, ^ tallow chandlers' shop, soap factoiy, tan- 
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome 
or nauseous house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate 
the same from time to time as often as they may. be deemed 
necessary lor the health, comfort, and convenience of the 
inhabitants of the city. 

Fifth — To direct the location and management of

slaughter houses and markets in said city, and to regulate 
the sale, storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder 
or other combustible materials. 

Sixth — ^To prevent the incumbering of streets, side- 
walks, lanes and alleys with carriages, carts, wagons, 
sleighs, boxes, firewood, lumber, or any other material or 
substance whatever. 

Seventh — To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding 
or driving in the streets, and to regulate the places of 
bathing and swimming in the water within the limits of 
the city. 

Eighth — To restrain from running at large, cattle, 
mules, swine, sheep, poultry, and geese, and to authorize 
the impounding, destraiuing and sale of the same, and to 
impose penalties on the owners of such animals for 
violation of the ordinance. 

Xinih — ^To prohibit the running at large of dogs, toconllc"^ 
impose fines upon the owners, add to authorize the des- 
truction of dogs when at large contrary to the ordinance. 

lenth — To prevent any person from bringing, deposit- 
ing or having within the city any putrid carcass, or any 
other unwholesome substance » and to require the removal 
of the same, by any person who shall have the same upon , 

his premises, or from any street, lane or alley, and in de« 
fault to authorize the removal thereof by any competent 
officer, at the expense of the person or persons. 

Eleventh — To make and establish public grounds,pounds, 
pumps, wells, cisterns, reservoirs, and to provide for the 
erection of water works for the supply of water to the 
inhabitants, to erect lamps, or other means whereby to 
light the city ; to regulate and license hacks, cabs, drays, 
carts, and charges of hackmen, coachmen, draymen and 
cartmen of the city. 

Twelfth — ^To establish and regulate boards of health, 
provide hospitals, and cemetery grounds, and to remove 
the same when necessary for the public good, to regulate 
the burial of the dead, and the return of the bills of mor- 
tality, and to exempt burial grounds set apart for public 
use from taxation. 

Thirteenth — To regulate the assize and weight of bread, 
and to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of bread 
baked contrary thereto. 

Faarteenth — To prevent all persons riding or driving 
any ox, cow, horse, mule or other animals on the side- 
walks of the city or in any way doing damage to such 
sidewalks. 
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Fifteenth — To prevent the shooting of fireanns, craok- 
era, rockets or other projectiles, and to prevent the exhi- 
bition of any fireworks in any situation which may be 
deemed by the council dangerous to the city or any pro- 
perty therein or annoying to any citizen thereof. 

Sixteenth — To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking 
of intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity in the 
streets or public places, and to provide for arresting, re- 
moving and punishing any person who may be gtjilty of 
the same. 

Seventeenth — To restrain pnd regulate runners and so- 
licitors for stages, public houses, railways and other es- 
tablishments, and to regulate the police of the city. 

Eighteenth — To establish public markets and enforce 
rules and regulations for the government of the same. 

Nineteenth — To regulate the place and manner of selling 
and to provide for the inspection and weight of hay and 
SnJS?/*'^*** stone coal, and measuring of charcoal, firewood and other 
fuel, and to appoint suitable persons to inspect, superin- 
tend and conduct the same. 

Twentieth — ^To compel the owners or occupants of buil- 
dings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from 
the sidewalk, streets or alleys opposite thereto, and in his 
default by some officer of the city at the expense of such 
owner or occupant. 

Twenty-first — To regulate and license public auctions or 
vendues. 

Tiventy-second — To provide by ordinance for a standard 
of weights and measures, tor the appointment of a city 
sealer, and to provide for the punishment for the use of 
false weights and measures. 

Twenty-third — To appropriate money and provide for 
the payment of the expenses of the city. 

Twenty-fourth — To establish , regulate and support night 
watches when necessary. 

Twenty-fiflh — To provide for the erection of all need- 
ful buildings for the use of the city. 

Twenty-sixth — To provide for the enclosing, improving 
and regiUating of all public grounds belonging to the city, 
and for the adorning of the streets thereof with shade 
trees. 

Twenty-seventh — To regulate and tax merchants, re- 
tailers, taveras, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawn- 
brokers and money changers and auctioneers. Provide ^ 
That to all travelling auctioneers or persons not permanent

residents of the city who wish to sell goods at public 
auction, no license shall be granted for a less sum than 
one hundred dollars. 

Itoenit/'eighth'-rTo license and regulate porters and fix 
the price of porterage. 

Iwenty-ninth — ^To provide for and regulate the inspec- 
tion of tobacco, beef, p.ork, flour, meal, lard, butter and 
other provisions* 

Ihirtieth — To regulate and order parapet walls and 
partition fences. 

Thirty-first — To provide for taking from time to time 
the enumeration of the inhabitants of the city. 

Thirty-second — ^To do all acts and make all regulations 
which may be necessary or expedient for the preservation 
of health and the suppression of disease, and to make reg- 
ulations to prevent the introduction of contagious diseases 
into the city ; and to make quarantine laws and enforce the 
same within three miles of the city. poweMof ihe 

Ihirty-third — To restrain and punish vagrants, mendi- o««n««i. 
cants, street beggars and prostitutes. 

Thirty-Jourth — To prescribe the limits within which 
wooden buildings or buildings of other materials, that 
shall not be deemed fire-proof shall not be erected placed 
and repaired and to direct that all and any buildings within 
such limits prescribed, shall be made and constructed of fire- 
proof material, and to prohibit the repairing and re*build- 
iog of wooden buildings within such limits when the same 
shall be damaged to the extent of fifty per cent, on the 
value thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining 
such value and damages. 

Thirty 'fifth — To prevent the dangerous construction, 
placing and condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths,

the fact of such call or use, or both together, with the 
reasons therefor, and the circumstances connected there- 
with, and upon the action of the council on such report, 
shall depend the length of time which said force or forces 
or any part thereof shall continue on such duty. He shall 
have power to call a meeting of the council, by giving 
such notice thereof as may have been provided therefor 
by ordinance, or in default of such provision, as he may 
deem meet and proper. 

S£C. 7. The clerk shall be the recording officer of the 
borough and the council, and shall attend at all the meet- 
ings thereof. He shall have the custody of the seal of said ^"*7 <>' cierk» 
corporation, and of all the records thereof, not necessarily 
and specifically appertaining to the other officers thereof. 
He shall receive all moneys payable to said corporation, 
and shall immediately pay the same over to the treasurer, 
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charging him therewith, and taking: his receipt therefor. 
He shall keep all the accounts of said corporation, and 
shall audit all claims against the same, but no claim shall 
be allowed by him, unless he shall have authority to do 
the same, by some general or special ordinance. He shall 
Daty of clerk, draw all ordcrs upon the treasurer for moneys payable by 
said corporation, but no such order shall ever be drawn 
by said clerk, unless the same shall be in full or in part 
payment of a claim against said corporation, previously 
audited and allowed, and there shall be in the hands of 
said treasurer, moneys belonging to said corporation, 
otherwise unappropriated and undrawn for, sufficient to 
pay said order. Every order shall bear the seal of said 
corporation, and be endorsed by the clerk, over his official 
signature, as follows : <* Authorized by an ordinance en- 
titled (here insert the title) ordained on the (here insert 
the day and year of the passage of said ordinance.") The 
clerk shall levy or assess all taxes or assessments authoriz- 
ed by ordinance cf the council, and for that purpose, or 
in connection therewith, shall have access to, and the right 
to make copy of, all and every records pertaining to taxes, 
kept or made by the several officers, or any of them, in 
and for the townships surrounding, or the county includ- 
ing said borough. He shall make at the close of each 
official year, to the council, a condensed report of all his 
doings as such officer, during such year, which report 
shall be published in such manner and to such extent, as 
may be provided by ordinance of the council, and he shall, 
with all reasonable dispatch, make such other reports, 
and at such times, as the council shall require. 

Sec. 8. That the treasurer shall be the depository of 
all moneys belonging to said corporation, and he shall re- 
Bntfortreas- ccipt to the clcrk thercfor. He shall from such moneys 
^^'' pay, upon presentation, all orders therefor drawn by the 

clerk. Provided^ That no order shall be paid by him un- 
less first endorsed in writing thereon, with the name of 
the payee therein, and the party receiving the money 
therefor. 

Seo. 9. That to the borough justice elected under the 
jwiadietioii of provisions of this act, shall belong separately and exclu- 
^sticMoftiM sively, as to all other officers and courts, the right to 
"**** exercise originally all the judicial powers granted to said 

corporation by this act, except as elsewhere therein 
specially provided for ; but the council shall fix the kind and 
amount of compensation of said borough justice, except as 
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ID this section hereinafter provided', said borough justice 
shall, within the county in which he shall reside, and 
keep his office as such, also have and exercise all the 
powers and jurisdiction of, and when acting as such, re- 
ceive the same compensation as justices of the peace 
elected under the general laws of the state of Minnesota ; 
bat all portions of genera) laws relating to trial by jury, 
change of venue, appeals, writs of certiorari, in and from 
justices' courts, shall apply to the entire jurisdiction of 
said borough justice. Provided^ That in matters arising 
solely under this act, or under the ordinance made in 
pursuance thereof, no change of venue shall be taken from 
the borough justice, except to another borough justice, 
whenever said borough shall have more than one justice. 
Provided further 9 That all writs and processes of said 
borough justice in relation to such of the matters arising 
solely under this act, or such ordinances as shall be of a 
penal nature, may be issued to the sheriff of the county 
in which said borough is situated. The borough justice 
shall keep a record of all his official doings, and he shall 
forthwith pay over to the clerk of said borough all fines 
oollected by him. 

Seo. 10. The constable elected under the provisions 
of this act, shall be the ministerial officer of the council and Daiy of 
the court in and for said borough ; and belong to the ^'*- 
police force of said borough, but the kind and amount of 
compensation for his services as such, except as in section 
ten of this act is otherwise provided, shall be fixed by 
ordinance of the council, and said constable shall, within 
the county in which he resides, also have and exercise all 
powers, and perform all the duties of, and when acting as 
such, receive the same compensation as constables elected 
under the general laws of the state of Minnesota. 

Sec. 11 . That the constable shall be chief of the entire who to be cuef 
police force of the borough, but as such he shall be®'^"®*- 
subordinate to the mayor. 

Sec. 12. That the attorney shall be the legal adviser 
of the officers and council of said corporation in all 
matters relating to their official duties, and he shall render ^"^^^'•"^'"•y 
such legal counsel to them, or any of them, whenever, 
bat only when the application therefor is made in writing, 
signed by the applicant, which writing shall contain the 
points upon which said counsel is asked, and all opinions 
by him shall be made in writing, copies of which, together 
with the original application therefor, shall be preserved 
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in his office, and delivered by him to his successor in 
office. He shall be and act as the attorney ot said cor- 
poration, in all actions to which said corporation may be 
a party. 

Sec. 13. There shall be an annual election held in said 
borough on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
April of each year, at which the electors of said borough, 
Si^nhflid^ qualified to vote as hereinafter specified, may elect by 
-wboto^b?to. ballot and plurality of votes all or any of the officers men- 
^N^n of lint tioned in section four of this ilct. The clerk shall give 
ten days' notice of the time and place of holding such 
election, by posting up written notices thereof in three of 
the most public places in said borough. Provided^ That 
the first election shall be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in April, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
nine. The election shall be held and conducted in the 
same manner as town elections, and the laws of the state 
applicable to elections generall}', shall apply as far as 
consistency will admit, and the oath of a voter shall be 
the same as at town meetings, and false swearing to any 
oath administered at the polls, shall be perjury, and pun- 
ished accordingly. That for the purposes of the first 
election under this act, E. T. Ailing, Lewis Martin, and 
George W. Putnam, shall be the inspectors of election,

lapse of time from any cause. Pttmded^ That at the 
first general election under this act, one councillor 
from said borough shall be elected for a short term, to end

And 
provided further^ That every officer shall hold over his 
official term until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Seg. 15. That no person shall be eligible to any office ^ugi^mi,!^ 
of said corporation, unless he shall have the qualifications office.

under this act, shall enter into the possession of the same, 
until he shall have taken an oath in %vriting, to support JS^Mdiivlf* 
the constitution of the United States, and the constitution bond!f ^ 
of the state of Minnesota, and to faithfully and impar- 
tialiy discharge all and singular the duties of such office,

Sec. 17. The council may enact ordinances for all 
purposes contemplated by this act, and may fix penalties 
for violating the same, and they shall have the force of 
law.

other animals, to prosecute immoderate driving in streets, 
and riding or driving on the sidewalks, to prevent any 
damage to sidewalks, cross walks, fences, buildings, shade 
or ornamental trees, and any public improvement, or pro* 
perty of said borough, and to establish and create poands, 
pumps, water cisterns, reservoirs, drains, or ditches witii- 
in the same. 

Seo. 19. To prevent the dangerous construction, pla* 
cing or continuance of chimneys, fire-places, stove-pipes,, 
or any pipes, or instruments for the conducting of lire, 
heat or smoke, ovens, boilers or appurtenances, and to 
cause the same to be removed or to be made secure, and 
to prosecute the depositing of ashes in any unsafe place, 
and to prevent the carrying on of any kind of business or 
manufactory dangerous in causing and promoting fires, or 
which might be dangerous to the health of the people of 
said borough. 

Sec. 20. The costs and expenses of opening, grading, 
paving, or repairing streets, or alleys to the centre there- 
of, and also of sidewalks, shall be charged to the lota 
fronting on said improvements, but the council shall not 
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improve streets or walks in said borongh, except by peti- 
tion in writing signed by a majority of the owners and 
occupants who are living opposite said improvements. 

Sbo. 21. The borough of Anoka may be constituted Maywnttituu 
one or more road districts, to be defined by the council, «>«d dutricto. 
and the highway labor and taxes shall belong to the gen- 
eral fund. 

Seo. 22. The council shall appoint one overseer of 
each road district, and they shall issue a warrant to him, 
containing the whole amount of highway labor <^nd ^^^<J^^^;^ 
taxes, assessed and levied in his district, which warrant of rowi district* 
shall be returned by him to the clerk of the borough. ^/dutt™M 
The laws of the state of Minnesota shall apply to warning, wpervtaon. 
working, sueing for, and collecting highway taxes, and to 
returning delinquent taxes, and in all other respects except 
as herein expressly provided. The council shall have power 
to direct the overseer when, where and how to expend 
eaid labor and tax, and to remove him for cause. The 
council shall perform the duties imposed by law on the 
supervisors of towns in levying highway taxes, and shall 
be governed and restricted in the amount so levied, by the 
same laws applicable in levying highway taxes and labor. 

Sec. 23. All property, real and personal, in the 
borough, except such as may be exempt by the laws of 
diis state or is borough property, shall be subject to tax •xnaa^^Sa^^ 
ation not exceeding two and a half mills on the dollar per ^*^^^''- 
year, for general purposes. Such property shall also be 
liable for such special taxes as the council shall be author- 
ized to levy. 

Seo. 24. The council shall report to the auditor of the 
county of Anoka the amount of general taxes levied on 
the borough, and the amount of special taxes levied upon 
any of the lots or portiohs of said borough, and shall ^mo aaaitor 
certify to him the lots or portions of the property upon ^^J^u"^ of^' 
which such special taxes are so levied, and it shall be the ^eMam. 
duty of the auditor of Anoka county to insert sach taxes 
Iq the assessment roll of the town of Anoka, and the same 
shall be collected by the county treasurer, or returned by 
him as delinquent, and all proceedings in relation thereto, 
including the selling, conveying, and redeeming property, 
shall be the same as in proceedings on account of other 
taxes. The borough shall be a town, so far as the collec- 
tion of taxes will admit. All residents of the borough 
shall pay a tax on their personal property, wherever situ« 
ated, proportionally with their real estate tax.

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Sec. 25. In any action brought to recover any penalty 
or damages under this act, or under any ordinance made 
by the council, it shall be sufficient to complain that the 
HowMtioiuto defendant is indebted to the borough ior the amoont 
^r^^'?^ oTt ^^ ^^^ penalty or damages, and to refer to the act or ordi- 
of'ja^mSitir nance under which the same is claimed, and to give the 
special matter in evidence under it. All civil cases shall 
be under the control and direction of the council. 
They shall have power to settle, compromise or prosecute 
all such actions on the part of the borough, when said 
borough shall be a party or be interested m such action ; 
and no person shall be an mcompetent witness or juror by 
reason of being an inhabitant of said borough, in an action 
to which the borough shall be a party. Every execution 
issued upon any ju^^ent recovered therein, for any pen- 
alty, may contain a clause-directing in the event of the non- 
paymcntof the judgment, theimprisonmentof the defendant 
in the county jail for thirty days, if the damages recover- 
ed by said judgment shall be ten dollars or less, and sixty 
.days if such damans exceed that sum, and if there be no 
county jail, then the general laws of tbds State shall apply 
in such cases, and the defendant shall be dealt with ac- 
cording to them, in the matter of imprisonment.

The village justice shall possess all the author- 
ity* power and rights of a justice of the peace under the 
statutes of the state of Minnesota, except he shall in no 
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case entertain any civil proceedings to which the village^ 
of Austin is not a party, and shall have sole exclusive- 
jurisdiction to hear all complaints and conduct all exami- 
nations and trials in criminal cases for offenses committed 
in the village of Austin of which a justice of the peace has 
jurisdiction under the statutes of the state of Minnesota, 
but warrants returnable before the said village justice 
may be issued in criminal cases by any justice of the peace 
in the village, but no fee shall be received therefor by said 
justice of the peace. The said village justice shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in all cases cognizable before a justice of 
the peace in which the village is a party, and shall have 
cognizance and exclusive jurisdiction in all suits prosecu« 
tions or proceedings for the recovery of any fine, forfeit- 
jviadietfoBof ^^^ ^^ penalty under any by-law, ordinance or regulation 
▼ukgtjwttoe. of the said village of Austin or its charter, or for the 
breach or violation of any such by-law, ordinance or regu- 
lation and in all cases of offense committed against the 
same. All prosecutions for assaults, batteries, riots,, 
crimes and affrays not indictable, and for a breach or vio- 
lation of any by-law, ordinance or regulation, shall be 
commenced in the names of the state of Minnesota and 
the village of Austin, and all process and writs issued by 
the said village justice shall be in the names of the state 
of Minnesota and the village of Austin, and shall be direct- 
ed to the marshal of the village of Austin or to the sheriff of 
the county of Mower, and the same proceedings shall be had 
in civil and criminal actions as by the laws of this state 
are had before a justice of the peace, except that it shalL 
not be necessary in a complaint for a violation or breach 
of any ordinance, by-law or regulation of said village to 
set forth in the said complaint the particular or offense 
conmiitted, but it shall be sufficient to charge the offen- 
der generally with a violation thereof, stating in said 
complaint the date of the passage and publication of the 
same. Provided^ That in cabe of piosecutions for a breach 
or violation of an ordinance, by-law or regulation of said 
village or its charter, or for any assault, battery, or affray, 
not indictable, committed within the village limits, no 
appeal shall be allowed where the judgment or fine imposed, 
exclusive of costs, is less than fifteen dollars. In all 
cases of convictions for assaults, batteries, and affrays, 
within said village, and in all cases of conviction under 
any ordinance of said village, for breaches of the peace, 
disorderly conduct, keeping houses of ill-fame or frequent- 
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ing the same, and of keeping or maintaining disorderly 
and ill governed houses ; the said justice shall have power 
in addition to the fine or penalty imposed, to compel such 
offenders to give security for their good behavior, and to 
keep the peace for a period not exceeding six months, ^ 

tnd in a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars. The 
eaid justice shall have the same power and authority in 
case of contempt, as a court of record. Provided^ That 
nothing herein contained shall be deemed to divest the 
district judges of their authority as conservators of the 
peace, nor to affect in any manner the jurisdiction or 
powers of the district court or supreme court of this state. 
In case of the absence, sickness or other inability of said
